SCFFNTIFIC AND 


Electric Light Bath. 
From The Boston Transcript. 

Dr. J. H. Kellogg, who was the first to 
uphold the therapeutic efficacy of the elec- 
tric light bath, put the results of a long 
course of elaborate experiments before the 
convention of the American Electro-Thera- 


peutic Association in New York the other 
day. Dr. Kellogg finds that in its power to 
promote protoplasmic activity the electric 
light is fairly camparable to sunlight, and 
that it acts as a true vital stimulus of 
plants, converting their night into day and 


first emperor 


counteracting the deleterious effects of arti- 
ficial conditions, such as subjection to stove 
heat. The bath devised and used by Dr. 
Kellogg is in the form of a cabinet with 
sixty incandescent lamps arranged in rows 
along its interior walls, the light being in- 
tensified by glass mirrors which are placed 
in the spaces between the lamps. Other 
forms are constructed for local applica- 
tion. One of the singular effects of the 
exposure of the human body to the strong 
light was that vigorous perspiration was 
induced at a temperature below that of 
the body—85 degrees Fahrenheit—and in half 
the time required to produce perspiration 
in a Turkish bath at 160 degrees Fahren- 
heit. Another singular phenomenon is that 
the action of the electric light is entirely 
independent of the surrounding air. 
The specific advantages of the electric light 
bath, when compared with Turkish, Rus- 
sian, vapor and hot-air baths, are (1) the 
penetrating power of radiant heat, which 
is far greater than that of the convection 
heat of the last named sources; (2) the su- 
perior stimulating effect upon tissue metab- 
olism; (3) the readiness with which perspi- 
ration may be induced when desirable—one 
to three minutes; (4) the low temperature 
required in the surrounding air, which per- 
mits the full virtue of the bath to be ex- 
perienced; (5) the ease and accuracy with 


which the dosage of the application may be 


regulated; (6) the wider range of application 


which admits of the use of the bath as a 
tonic and sedative as well as for alterative 
and spoliative effects. 


Household Disinfection of Sewage. 

An able and distinguished French chem- 
ist, M. Hernite, seeks to revolutionize the 
vexatious question of the treatment of sew- 
age, by sterilizing it at its source, and do- 
ing away with that unseen but not un- 
founded fear of sewer gas by placing’ in 
each house and building an apparatus for 
electrolysing sea or salt water by passing 
an electric current through the brine. This 
product is called electrozone, is a most ef- 
fective disinfectant and very potent in pre- 
venting the spread of disease germs, such 
as cholera, scarlet fever, diphtheria, typhoid 
fever and others. The apparatus is pimple 
and requires but little attention, being au- 
tomatic in action, It is simply battery cells 
in series to produce the necessary current, 
or the ordinary electric lighting current 
may be used. A little thought on the rami- 
fications of a city’s sewers and the possibil- 
ity of contagious germs being carried 
through them for miles from the source of 
infection, will show the great humane v4l- 
ue of killing germs when they originate or 
exist. Such an apparatus in a House not 
only thoroughly disinfecte: the. house sew- 
age, but is also an effectual safeguard 
against disease germs through the sewers 
and sewer gas. When the matter is even 
considered in the most. selfish aspect, the 
health of the individual. household would 
certainly suggest house disinfection, while 
the broader view of protection to our cities 
brings it into the realm of practical philan- 
thropy. 

Electric Dangers Everywhere. 

It. is not the intention of the writer to 
create undue fear or apprehension about 
the electric current, for it does infinitely 
more good than harm, but rather that those

Electricity Without Wires. 
From The Boston Herald. ; 

In the opinion. of leading electricians one 
of the next great steps forward in electrical 
development will be the doing away with 
wires for the transmission of electricity. 
Our present methods for the transmission 
of electric energy are held to belong to-a 
primitive stage of the science. All the 
paraphernalia of wires, poles, etc., that 
are now necessary are regarded as crude, 
clumsy and wasteful; belonging to a period 
of development corresponding to that. in 
the growth of a child where it cannot walk 
without support. In the coming period all 
necessity for these things will be done 
away with, and the methods for the trans- 
mission of the. marvelous energy that has 
been harnessed to do the work of the 
world will be as invisible as the flow of 
the fluid itself. The harness will disappear, 
and Ariel will do his subtle service with no 
outward token of his existence save in the 
effects produced. That such will be the 
case is held by electricians to be no wild 
fancy. Men like Dolbeare, Thomson and 
Tesla look forward to it with confidence— 
a confidence which would seem to be jus- 
tified by the fact that, to a limited extent, 
its feasibility has already been demon- 
strated. And, when the theoretical sound- 
ness of any proposed method has 
once been demonstrated, its prac- 
ticability’ is pretty certain to follow. 
Experience with the more familiar forces 
has accustomed us to look for tangible in- 
strumentalities as a necessity in the trans- 
mission of any power. We see that water 
cannot be carried except in something to 
hold it, as in pipes, and in the same 
way we think it must be necessary to have 
wires for conducting electricity. But the 
field in which electricity operates belongs 
to an entirely different realm from that 
where other mechanical forces work. Wa- 
ter power proceeds from tne operation of 
a liquid upon solids, and steam and wind 
powers from gaseous substance upon sol- 
ids. But the field of electricity is in the 
mysterious element of the ether—an ele- 
ment that is as material as the others in 
@ manner, pervading as well as enfolding 
all other substances, but in itself abso- 
lutely intangible to our senses, and known 
only by the effects which it produces, or 
for the production of which it forms the 
medium. 

While sound is transmitted in the air, 
light and heat, as well as electricity, are 
transmitted in the ether, and the laws 
governing them have been discovered to be 
identical. So for the transmission of elec- 
trical energy only the medium of the ether 
is essential, and how to utilize this me- 
dium directly, without the intervention of 
wires or other conducting agencies, will 
be the great task of the future for eleéc- 
tricians. Electrical impuises imparted to 
the ether may be conveyed to an indefinite 
distance. The capacity to receive and 
transmit them depends upon the delicacy 
of the instrument used. With a mechan- 
ism sufficiently responsive, it is conceivable 
that such impulses. might be received be- 
tween distances as far apart as ‘the ends 
of the earth. The flashes of the, aurora 
borealis, ~ sweeping | 
to zenith, give us an idea of the vastness 


to cover. he telephone has been used for 
a considerable distance Without wire, and 
in the same way telegraphic communica- 
tion has been carried on over a distance 
of several miles. It is only necessary to 
systemize these methods to apply them 
in regular practice. 

It seems probable that the 
of intelligence without wires will be the 
first result in this direction, and that the 
transmission of light, heat and power will 
follow. The saving will be something im- 
mense. The operation of the mechanism 
employed for these purposes will probably 
be analogous to that of tuning forks, where 
one responds to the vibrations set up in 
another. With dynamos running at a cer- 
tain pitch, electric lights, heating appa- 
ratus and motors at a distance, attuned 
to that pitch, will be set in operation. 
The supply of electricity frem a central 
station is at gresent a wasteful method, 
on account of the cost of the copper wire 
necessary to conduct it. The interest on 
the cost of this portion of the plant forms 
one of the greatest items of expense in the 
transmission of electricity from a central 
station. It is, therefore, much more eco- 
nomical, in cases where many lIights are 
used, to depend upon an isolated plant in 
the building itself than upon a supply from 
a central station. But with the use of 
wires dispensed with, the generation of 
electricity at a central station, where fuel 
could be concentrated and converted into 
energy on a large scale, would naturally 
be the most economical for the entire com- 
munity. The increase in the standard of 
living, and in the world’s wealth, conse- 
quent upon the decreased cost of such a 
system, would be inestimable. 

Treatment in Electric Accidents. 

This matter has been dealt with before 
in this column, but so rapidly and so gen- 
erally are electric conductors making a per- 
fect cob-web of wires over our cities and 
towns and consequent accidents from elec- 
tric schock so frequently happening, that 
duty plainly points to the education: of the 
masses in the treatment of such mishaps. 
The most concise and readily understood 
rules are probably those of Dr. W. 8. Hed- 
ley for the guidance of those who may 
have to deal with electric accidents. He 
says: “Cut off the circuit at once. If not 
possible ta do so, do not touch the main 
body with your bare hands (rubber gloves 
will protect); pull him off the cable by his 
coat tails. or fold your coat or some such 
dry article into two or three thicknesses, 
and use this as a pad to take hold of the 
body; then pull away from the circuit and 
resort to rule 6. 

“Rule 3. If you cannot get him off, raise. 
with covered hands that part of the body 
which is touching the earth or one of the 
poles of the circuit. The circuit can then 
be drawn away. Rule 4. If you cannot sever 
his connection with the wire make another 
pad and place it between the ground and 
the part of the body in contact with the 
ground and continue your efforts. Rule 5: 
Having pulled him away, free his neck 
from clothing and treat the case as one of 
drowning, i.e., open the mouth and: take 
hold of the front part of the tongue with 
your fingers, covered with a handkerchief, 
draw the tongue forward and gradually let 
it go back sixteen times a minute. Be sure 
that the root of the tongue is acted upon 
and drawn forward: if the teeth are 
clinched, gently separate them. Do-not al- 
low any stimularts to be used until a doc- 
tor takes charge of the case."’

KILLED ;IN HIS CAR. 


Express Messenger Lawrence Found in a 
Pool of His Own Blood. 


SHOT JUST BEFORE REACHING ATLANTA 


The Shooting Is Supposed to Have 
Been Accidental, 


HE WAS IN HIS OWN CAR 


And When Found a Gun Was by His Side 
He Died Soon Alter Reachi 
the City. ¢ 


Mr. 8. W. Lawrence, an express messen- 
ger in the employ of the Southern Express 
Company, received a full charge of buck- 
shot from a gun on the incoming passenger 
train of the old East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia railway last night, which re- 
sulted in his death about an hour later, 

The shooting is believed to have been ac- 
cidental. He was express messenger on 
the train which left Chattanooga yesterday 
afternoon about 1 o’clock, and was dué in 
Atlanta at 6:45 o’clock p. m. 

The train consisted of a baggage and 
mail car combined, an express car and first 
and second-class passenger cars. The ac- 
cident happened between Chattahoochee, 
the station at the river, and Howells, a sta- 
tion about half way between the city and 
the river. 

The combined mail and baggage car was 
next to the engine, the express cag being 
the second car of the train. No one was in 
the express car when the accident happen- 
ed except the messenger, and the particulars 
of it are not known in detail. Mr. John 
Liddell, the baggage master on the train, 
gives this account of the accident: 

*‘Near Howeilg station I had occasion to 
go into the express car, and, upon entering 
was greatly horrified to find Mr. Lawrence 
lying on the floor of the car in a pool of 
blood. 

“The double-barreled shotgun was near 
the body and had evidently been discharged 
by being knocked over from its place 
against the wall of the car. Rushing to 
the body and raising Mr. Lawrence's head 
I found that he was still conscious, but 
could see that he wag sinking very rapidly. 
When I asked him what was the matter he 
replied in a very feeble voice that it was an 
accident, and seeming to realize that he 
could not live told me to tell his mother 
that he was shot accidentally.’ 

Th train was stopped, but after the ex- 
amination of the young man by the crew 
it came on to the city and immediately 
upon its arrival the Grady hospital ambu- 
lance wag telephoned for. Mr. Lawrence 
had, by this time, become unconscious: and 
died shortly after he arrived at the hos- 
pital, which was about 7:45 o’clock. 

A double-barrel shotgun is carried on all 
express cars for protection in case of rob- 
bers, and when seen last night, Mr. John 
Lovette, agent forthe company, said that 
Lawrence must thave knocked the gun 
down, causing the discharge, while arrang- 
ing the express matter in position to be 
unloaded upon arrival of the train in the 
city. It is thought that a box or package 
of some kind was thrown against the gun, 
and toppling it over, the triggers struck 
something which caused the explosion. Mr. 
Lawrence said very little after being dis- 
covered, he then being in almost an un- 
conscious state. 

The gun was loaded with buckshot, and 
the full charge of about twelve shot, enter- 
ed the body of the messenger at the same 
place. The wound was a frightful one, and 
wag located in his left side, directly under 
the heart, between the third and fourth 
ribs. The shot made a round hole about 
the size of a silver dollar, and after enter- 
ing, scattered, coming out through his back 
in different places, but within a radius of 
about four inches of each other. There 
were six holes where the bullets had pass- 
ed out, the remainder of the load evidently 
remaining in his body. 

The remains were at once removed from 
the Grady hospital to the undertaking ¢s- 
tablishment of Mr. H. M. Patterson, on 
Loyd street, where they were prepared for 
shipment to Cedar Bluff, Ala., the former 
home of the dead man. 

Mr. Lawrence came from a highly respect- 
ed and wealthy family of that place, and 
bore an excellent reputation in this city. 
He had been with the Southern Express 
Company about two years, and was one of 
the company’s most trusted messengers. 
Mr. Lovette, the agent of the company, 
Was a¢ the undertaker’s last night, and said 
that Mr. Lawrence was a young man who 
had a most promising future, he being 
thoroughly reliable, and in high standing 
with the company. Mr. Lawrence's father 
is a very prominent citizen of Cedar Bluff, 
and ig a man well known throughout that 
section of Alabama, having been editor of 
a newspaper at that place. 

The relatives of the dead man were tele- 
graphed last night, and the remains will be 
for ed to Cedar Bluff thig morning at 
8 o’clock. Cedar Bluff is situated near Gads- 
den on the Rome and Gadsden railroad. 
Drs. W. 8. Elkin and O. H. Weaver were 
called and made an examination when he 
arrived, but found him too far gone to be 
of any service. Mr. Lawrence boarded on 
Auburn avenye, when in Atlanta, and was 
highly thought of by a large circle of young 
people in that neighborhood. His friends 
connected with the express company re- 
mained with his body last night. They were 
exceedingly regretful at the sad accident, 
and several will accompany the remains to 
Alabama, as will Mr. Lovette. 

Mr. Lawrence was about twenty-two years 
of age, and so far as known had no rela- 
tives in Atlanta.

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Wasaington, November 2.—(Special Cor- 
respondent.)—A noteworthy manifestation 
in our national life of late is the spectacle 
of the American Indian acting as a full- 
fiedged voter at the polls, At the coming 
election next Tuesday not less than 22,000 

' Indians in various states of the union will 
have the privilege of casting the ballot 
for candidates of their choice, and a greaten 


number will enjoy the right next year. This 


is mainly a new departure due to com- 
paratively recent legislation in congress 
advantageously affecting the red men by 
making him an individual citigen and prop- 
erty owner, and yet it is not altogether 
new, but merely overlooked. At

In the southwest- 
ern part of North Carolina also there a 
400 Indian voters, members of the easte 
bout of Cherokees, a favored race, residing 
in Oherokée, ‘Graham, Jackson and ‘Swain 
counties. In Georgia, too, there are 3200 
Indian voters, of whom 20 are eastern 
Cherokees; in Tennessee there are eighty of 
the same tribe, and in Alabama there are 
thirty, besides 220 other voters of various 
tribal extractions, while in Louisiana there 
are 160 Indians who arte eligible ‘to ‘vote, 
and in Mississippi 500. 
In addition to all these, there is quite a 
considerable sprinkling of regular Indien 
voters in states of later crection, like Ohio, 
Indiana, Kansas, Minnesota, Wisconsin and 
Oregon, who secured citizenship years ago. 
either through old treaties or by abandor- 
ing their tribes and becoming naturalized. in 
Ohio there are fifty such Indian voters, 
in Indiana 100, in Kansas 200, besides newly 
created allottees, in Michigan 1,200, in Wis- 
consin 900 and in Oregon 300. 
Still the bulk of our new Indian voters 
have sectirell the ‘ballot under the recent 
severalty law. In southern and northwest- 
ern California 250 Mission,. Tale river, Yuma 
and Desert Imiians will be able to vote 
this year for the first time as the. result 
of the new policy, together with fifty. Rin- 
cons, Palas, -Potresos and Klamath river 
Indians. Besides these are 3,000 Mission.In- 
dians who were eligible to vote before—the 
high-class tribes whose hardships and 
wrongs a generation back.were so touching- 
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watomies, Shawnees and Wyandettes and 
by certain other laws of congress in the 
past twenty years non-reservation Indians 
also have been afforded facilities for mak- 
ing entries upon public lands and securing 
homes in their own right as citizems. 

But the bulk of the recently admitted In- 
dian voters, together with those to come, 
have obtained and will obtain their fran- 
chise principally through the operation of 
the Dawes act of 1887, amended in 1891 and 
known as. the land  severalty bili. 
That measure is likely to prove the in- 
strument of emancipation for all the tribes 
that may hereafter become fit for citizen 
ship, and in that way solve the whole In- 
| dian problem. In conformity with its pro- 

visions the president has, from time to 
time, as various tribes manifested their 
preparation and (fitness for citizenship, 
caused their reservations to be allotted in 
severalty to the individuals of the tribes in 
tracts of 160 acres each, to be held by them 
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not do to treat him as suggested humor-

His trust funds must be conserved and 
applied judiciously, his children must be 
educated, his path must be smoothed and 
mapped out for him; he must be made to 
conform to the white’ man’s ways and 
must be changed from a warrior.and hunt- 
er to a workingman. But the outlook is 
not discouraging. Even now the Indians 
on reservations, not counting the civilized, 
produce $2,000,000 worth of farm crops every 
year. Some 80,000 reservation Indians wear 
citizen’s clothes, 20,5009 of them can read 
and 30,500 of them can use English for con- 
versation. They have 231 schoolhouses, 
worth $1,142,533, wand they ‘occupy 16,257 
modern dwelling houses. Out of the 250,- 
000 Indians enrolléd in the various tribes,

A 
couple of years hence at the present rate 

of increase the Indian vote will have grown 
to be quite an appreciable political factor 
in many of the states. 

In many of the newer western states the 

striking scene. will be witnessed on election 
day of hundreds of Indians who only a 
year ago, were blanket braves, exercising 
the functions of full citizenship at the polls. 
Turning eastward ‘first, however, to the 
olde ethtes of, all, those on .the Atlantic 
seab “one is Surprised to learn -that 
thefe if if Meditaliterable number of Indian 
voters even in New Engiand, from which 
the Puritams and Pilgrims and their ,de- 
scendants are popularly credited with hava 
ing driven the last vestiges of the aboriginal 
tribes.. In Massachusetts, for instance,,. 
there are about 125 Indian voters, 110 be- 
longing to the Marsby tribe of Cape Cod, 
and fifteen to the Herring River tribe, who 
live not far from President Cleveland's 
cottage at Buzzard’s Bay. The Marshbies, 
numbering 375 souls in all, reside in a lit- 
tle community or reservation about ten 
miles square, situated eight miles from 
Sandwich, and although the settlement is 
only seventy miles from Boston, its ex- 
istence is probably unknown to the ma- 
jcrity of even the well-informed Bostonians, 
and the place itself is, In fact, a sort of 
terra incognita to most citizens of the Bay 
State. These Indians are the progeny of 
Eliot’s old colonial “praying’ bands, and 
while nominally free for some generations 
back, they never had the right of suffrage 
until the year: 1861, when it was granted 
“hem by the state at the instance of Mar- 
shal Watson s#*reeman and Governor An- 
drew. They are thrifty and respectable; 
they wear white men’s clothes of modern 
fashion; they live in comfortable houses 
of their own, send their children to school, 
and follow farming for a living. Most of 
the grown males of the little remnant tribe 
on the Herring river are employed on whal- 
ing vessels shipping from Provincetown 
and New Pedford. 

‘Down east further, also, in the state of 
Maine—the Child of Massachusetts—there 
are living in Commodore Boutelle’s congres- 
gional district at least 150 eligible Indian 
voters, chiefly of the Penobscot and Passa- 
maquoddy tribes, of the old Algonquin 
stock. The Penobscots mostly live in Old- 
town, on an isiand in the river above Ban- 
gor, while the Passamaquoddies live in 
Washington county. Both tribes, compris- 

ing together about 560 persons, men, women 
pe ehildren, receive snug annuities from 
the state of Maine and with these they man- 
out a more or less satisfactory

In the state of Oregon 120 new voters have 
been created recently at the Grand Ronde 
agency, 300 ‘at the Siletz agency, 300 more 
at the Umatilla agency from among the 
Cayuse, Walla Wallas and Umatillas, and 
225 at the Warm Springs agency from the 
Wascos, Teninos, Warm Springs and Pi 
Utes. Up in the state of Washington a still 
larger crop of copper voters has been pro- 
duced—275 from the Tulalips, Madisofs 
Swinomish and Lumis, 650 from the Yakimas, 
Klicatats and Wascos, and 400 from the 
Puyallups, Chehalis, Nisqually Squaxons, 
S’Klallams and S’Kokomish. Of these the 
Aner eng and Yakimas, who got there cit- 
zenship by virtue of special treaties, are 
very fortunate red men indeed, though few 
in numbers .The Puyallups are the richest 
in lands of all the aborigines on the Ameri- 
can continent. Their lands occupy 18,000 
acres on the outskirts of the city of Tacoma, 
part of their tracts fronting on the shores 
of Commencement bay, at the head of Puget 
sound, which is the prospective, if not the 
present, water front of a great and com- 
} manding city. Some of this land is worth 
$10,000 per acre, on account of its desirable 
situation, and there are twenty-five men 
among these Puyallip voters who possess 
each fortunes ranging all the way from 
$30,000 to $200,000. The Yakimas are destined 
in course of time to be even richer in land 
than the Puyallups. They own 800,000 acres 
of exceedingly fertile soil, which will be 
immensely valuable in a few years. 
In Idaho 750 well-to-do Nez Perces have 
lately come into citizenship and suffrage. 
This tribe owns 746,651 acres of excellent 
land, a large portion of which is under 
thorough cultivation and bringing in most 
remunerative returns. In southern Montana 
500 new Indian voters have bloomed out at 
the Crow reservation since the last congres- 
sional election, in North Dakota 550 Sioux 
have been enfranchised at the Devil’s Lake 
agency and in South Dakota alone 2,700 more 
Sioux have been prepared: for suffrage. Of

these, 590 are lower Yanktonai and lower 
Brules at the Crow Creek agency, seventy- 
five are of various Sioux bands at Rosebud, 
850 are of the Sisseton and Wahpeton branch- 
es at the Sisseton agency and 1,200 are 
Yankton Sioux at the Yankton agency. These 
Sissetons and Wahpetons are rich, having 
$1,699,800 in the federal treasury, and they 
own good iT tne with their own 
houses .on ;them. ** The Yankton §res- 
ervation #was '| the first upon 
which .the work of allotting land 
in severalty was begun under the new 
allotment system. Many of the tribe were 
opposed to any of their people taking up 
individual allotments, and when the sur- 
veyors went on the ground to lay it out 
the Yanktons threatened violence and. 
drove them off. But the presence of a few 
soldiers on the reservation prevented fur- 
ther trouble and the work was resumed 
and completed. The Yanktons in conse- 
quence are now enjoying a modern mode 
of life in their attractive new farm houses, 
with. promising orchards about them and 
fine fields, cultivated by the latest im- 
proved methods and machinery. Their 
crops this year were of the value of $22,000. 
Over in the northwestern part of Minne- 
sota 350 Chippewas of the Mississippi, Otter 
Tail Pillager and Pembina varieties, have 
been newly armed with the ballot; in north- 
western Michigan fifty L’Anse and Vieux 
de Sert have been similarly uplifted, and 
in Wisconsin: 425 Oneidas and Stockbridges 
and 360 Chippewas have obtained the fresh 
dignity of suffrage. 

Coming southward, in Representative 
Case Broderick’s congressional district in 
northeastern Kansas, on the Pottawatomie 
and Great Nematha reservation, we find 230 
new Indian voters among the prairie band 
of Pottawatomfes, Kickapoos, Iowas and 
Sacs and Foxes, and in Congressman G. D. 
Meiklejohn’s district in northeastern Ne- 
maha, we encounter

addition, every. Indian who has left his 
tribe and is living. in civilized ways is de- 
clared also to be a citizen, without impair- 
ing his right to tribal or other property. 
While their votes in territories do not 
amount to much, yet in the states they are 
as potent as those of the most advanced 
white citizens. 
Some odd stories are told of the manner 
in which certain bodies of new-made Indian 
voters have exercised their right at the 
polls. As a rule they cast their votes pretty 
much as they may be infiuenced by the 
surrounding whites, or according to the 
political complexion of the ruling adminis- 
_tration in state or nation. Sometimes they 
are polled as republicans, then as demo- 
crats, and again as populists. But this is 
only natural and to be expected, A couple 
of years ago, at the Santee agency in Knox 
county, Nebraska, the whole outfit of vot- 
ing Sioux there was swung one way by the 
Indian agent. Hon. Theodore Roosevelt, of 
the civil service commission, and Mr. Her- 
bert Welsh, Cf Philadelphia, the eminent In- 
dian-loving philanthropist at the head of 
the Indian Rights Association and known 
to the tribes as ‘“‘Gray Hat,’’ happened to 
visit the agency shortly afterward and the 
agent gleefully described to them how easi- 
ly he had inducedsthe whole tribe to vote 
the republican ticket. By signifying his 
-wishes, he explained to a few leading men 
he readily controlled the vote of all. Mr. 
Welsh, in relating the incident, says that 
the agent took his breath away by the 
frankness of his declaration, and that it 
was evident he saw no impropriety in his 
conduct. In a number of casesS the situa- 
tion has been really worse. At the Puyal- 
luy agency, at Tacoma, Wash., the agent 
reported to the Indian bureau that probably 
one-third of those voting there were affect- 
ed by corrupt influence—bribery, either 
downright or indirect, or the hope and ex- 
pectation of immediate personal gain, in- 
dependent of any public consideration. But, 
to say sweepingly that the whole of the 
new Indian vote is cast without intelligence 
would be far from the truth. The fact is 
the Ingians register and pay their poll tax 
with ¢reditable promptness, and the char- 
acter of their vote, like that of other races, 
necessarily depends on the character of the 
advisors who obtain théir confidence. No 
doubt a considerable proportion of them 
regard their vote as a proper mercantile ar- 
ticle, to be ne disposed of in the best 
market, but this is also said to apply to 
many prosperous white voters in: Indiana 
and elsewhere, and.hence cannot be called 
a distinctive characteristic of the Indian 
voter. Many gf the new Nedian voters real- 
ly do seem to appreciate their right of 
suffrage and exercise it perhaps as well as 
most white voters of the same grade of 
enlightenment. It is true that their sense 
of obligation as citizens is somewhat lim- 
ited by clannish ideas, but with healthy 
treatment they will outgrow that. Improv- 
ed election’: methods in many of the new 
states have, of late, reduced the evils grow- 
ing out of improper influence. There is no 
question but that before the policy of ap- 
pointing army officers to Indian agencies 
was begun, civilian Indfan agents having 
political and partisan interests to serve, 
wielded entirely too much in- 
fluence over voting Indians. While an 
Indian as a citizen of a state cannot tech- 
nically be placed under the direct jurisdic- 
tion of an Indian agent, yet the agent is 
necessarily his adviser and attorney often- 
times—the intermediary in the collection of 
his trust funds of annuities, fis friend in 
the selection of his lands, the purchaser 
of his products and the employer of his

labor; and consequently the Indian leans 
on ‘the agent in many matters not strictly 
within the scope of his official functions, 
Hence an unscrupulous agent, inclined to 
exert his influence for political ends, can 
readily do so. But when greater care is 
taken in the selection of civilian agents, 
and particularly when army officers act 
as agents, the Indian voter is more exempt 
from interference and influence in his ex- 
ercise of suffrage. 

It is believed by the best friends of the 
Indian that the policy embodied in the 
Dawes severalty law, if persistently pur- 
sued, will eventually make citizens of all 
our Indians. The reservations will then 
disappear from our maps and the autonomy 
of the.tribes will become simply a tradition 
to future generations. The Indian will be 
swallowed up and lost in the mass of his 
fellow-American citizens. Still the pro- 
cess must be a long one, for it wiil not do 
to hurry the Indian along too fast. He is 
truly emerging from darkness into light, 
but he is coming out by a process which 
no other. barbarian ever underwent. Other 
races have come up by degrees, step after 
step; but the American Indian is being 
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200,000 now receive no direct support, while 
only 50,000 do, from the government. For- 
tunately the Indian will have to combat 
but little race prejudice against him. 
Throughout the west, as Mr. Roosevelt tes- 
tifies, there are many leading citizens wao 
have Indian blood in their veins, and @hen 
half-breeds and quarter-breeds live among 
whites and adopt white manners and cus- 
toms there is very little prejudice, indeed, 
against him, in most cases none at all. Very 
many of the mixed bloods show to the full 
as much ability as the pure whites, and 
they rise to responsive positions in their 
communities. Who knows but that a hun- 
dred years hence all trace of Indians as 
tribes on reservations will have vanished?

- In October, 1882, the crows held a nation- } 
al.convention at Keone valley in the. Adi- 
The lace chosen was. well 
adapted for such a purpose. The whole 
east side of the valley that year was 
covered with a splendid growth of forest 
trees, principally elms and maple, froni 
which the lower limbs had been removed, 
leaving the ground. open beneath, with a 
heavy tuft of branches at the top. The 
leaves had not yet fallen, but were rich in 
autumn coloring. One afternoon some one 
noticed a lot of crows flying restlessly 
about.. The next day they poured into the 
valley from all directions, and it was found 
that they were assembling in the woods, 
first by hundreds, then by thousands. In 
a short time the country was overrun with 
them. 

I never happened to catch them in the 
morning, for they were off too early in 
search of food, but in the afternoon it 
was fun to watch their return. Some few 
would hang around all day, probably the 
committeemen, or the lobbyists, or those 
anxious for a front seat, About 4 o’clock 
they began to assemble. In an hour’s time 
the trees would be swaying beneath their 
united weight. Occasionally a limb would 
break, causing some disturbance. But the 
rest on the next branch would good-na- 
turedly crowd up and make room. 

The proceedings were opened by a ven- 
erable old scapegrace, who, mounted upon 
a high branch in sight of all, began an 
oration. For a time there would be com- 
parative silence. Then ‘somebody would 
disapprove of his remarks, or -would ask 
a question. Others objected to the inter- 
ruption, and for a little while there would 
be a row. But peace would follow and ‘the 
elderly speaker continue his harangue.

‘A pair of winter wrens came to the vine- 
covered porch of my house one bright morn- 
ing in May.

THE HERO OF TRAFALGAR. 


Lord Nelson Grew from a Feeble Lad 
to the Greatest of Commanders. 
When Horatio Nelson was a lad of ten 

he was sent to boarding school. Being

One dark night a council of war was 
held regarding the capture of a pear tree 
which stood at a short distance from the 
dormitory. When every one else had re- 
fused to undertake the job, Nelson offered 
his services. A rope was tied around hig 
waist and the was literally tossed over on 
the tree. Though attended with great ex- 
ertion and no little danger, he accomplish- 
ed the feat, returning with an armful of 
pears, Which he immediately distributed 
among his schoolmates. When asked why 
he did not keep some for himself, he re- 
plied that “he did not care for them, he 
only did it because the others were 
afraid.”’ 

The same year he was Sé¢nt to sea ana* 
two years later joined an arctic expedition. 
One morning when their vessel was frozer 
m off the coast of Greenland, Nelson per- 
suaded two sailors to steal out and kill a 
polar bear that had been prowling about. 
When the bear was attacked, it became 
very combative and the sailors beat a has- 
ty retreat, leaving Nelson to follow. Instead 
of doing so, however, he kept on fighting 
and would have certainly been killed had 
not the ice on which he was _ standing, 
broken off and floated away. Leaving the 
ship was forbidden and he was accordingly 
reprimanded. But from that time he was 
rapidly promoted. 

*‘Never give up’’ seemed to be his motto. 
Soon after being appointed captain, he was 
sent to Nap‘es with dispatches to Sir Wil- 
liam Hamilton, the English ambassador. 
Though Nelson was as yet little known, 
Sir William divining his ability, told his 
wife that he would bring home to dinner @ 
man who would scme day be the most fa- 
meus man in England. 

But a few months and Sir William Hamil- 
tcn’s predictions were*realize’. On the Ist 
of July, 178, Napoleon Bonaparte, inteat on 
conquering Europe, landed 60,00 French 
veterans at Alexandria, Egypt. Nelson with 
the English fleet pursued him ard on the 
Ist of August at 1, o’clock a. m. sighted the 
port and distinguished the tri-colored fiag 
of France. Nelson, who for three days 
had hardly eaten or slept, now ordered Jin- 
ner. It was or arising from that meal that 
he made the since famous remark, saying: 
“Gentlemen, by this time tomorrow I shall 
have gained a peerage or Westminster ab- 
bey.’” All the captains were now called 
te~ether to decide on the method of attack. 
Captain Berry, enthusiastic over the plan 
adopted, cried out: “If we succeed, what 
will the world say?’ 

“There is no ‘if’ in the case,"’ replied Nel- 
gon. “That we shall succeed is certain; 
who may live to tell the story is a very 
different question.’ At 6:30 o'clock p. m., 
the battle becan. Neison had his colors 
flying from six different parts of the rig- 
ging, so they would nox be shot away. The 
French began firing at long range, but the 
English were engaged in wrapping the sails 
close to the masts an’? soaking them with 
water. When they got within a short dis- 
tance of the French, the thirteen English 
vessels opened a terrific broaiside and in 
thirty minutes the battle of the Nile had 
been fought and won.

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AWB WAR IN THE ORIENT. 


An Interesting Story of the Conflict 
Between China and Japan. 


The Conatitution publishes herewith a 
very interesting and timely article from 
the current issue of Harper’s Young People, 
one of the best edited and most attractive 
ret the weekly periodicals published for the 
young fotks of America. The story told of 
the Chinese-Japanese War is interesting, not 
only to the little folks, but to all, big or 
little, who would like to know of the 
causes leading up to the greatest war of 
modern times—the first great conflict which 
has ever taken place on such a scale be- 
tween the new and the old civilizations. 
China stands for the old and Japan for the 
new. The former has 400,000,000 people and 
the latter less than 40,000,000, and yet the 


win’s book on earthworms, speaking of it 
as especially valuable to the practical farm- 
er, as well ag interesting to the unscientific 
lover of country life and fleld learning. 

The book has, Moreover, a larger than 
common measure of the pecullar charm 
that characterizes all Mr. Darwifi’s literary 
work, the charm of homely industry and 
fascinating research delightfully recorded. 

The introduction speaks of the thin layer 
of mold on the earth's surface, the ‘‘dirt,” 
commonly supposed to be much deeper than 
it is, ag being constantly altered and added 
to by Ahe action of earthworms. Astonish- 
ing statistics are given concerning the num- 
ber of them to a sqare foot in common soil, 
and the amount cf earth thrown to the 
surface in a year by “‘castings.’’ One is al- 
ready interested, and then ready to offer 
reapect to the worm, when it is further 
shown that earthworms possess important 
“mental qualities.’ 

A diagram showing the gtructure of the 
worm, is given, but the book deals rather 
with the psychology than with the anatomy 
ot earthworms. The series of experiments 
recorded demonstrating that earthworms 
have power of attention, discrimination and 
social instincts, is delightful, for not only 
dees one see Darwin at home with the flow- 
erpot, containing the worms, at his elbow 
for daily consideration, month after month, 
but one becomes personally interested in 
the earthworms as a colony. It is possible 
to feel sorry when one of them dies. 

Fat, squirming earthwérms brought to 
the surface by a chance spadeful of soil in 
the garden, stem to be there by chance, 
mere in-earth dwellers. But Barwin began 
his work among them by regarding each as 
an individual of well-develuged intelligence, 
and tnhabiting a carefully made house of 
his own; an individual with whimis and fan- 
cles, even, 

The experiments which were to test the 
earthworm’s mental capacities were for 
the most part very simple and homely, all 
the household taking part. 

It is amusing to follow Mr. Darwin up 
and down the garden walks with his lan- 
tern, perhaps crawling cautiously on his 
hands and knees, surprising the earth- 
worm at his nightly toil, the searcher as- 
sisted not infrequently by ‘“‘my sons.”’ And 
it is interesting to picture him with a cov- 
ered lantern personating the moon shedding 
a dim light over the flower pot where the 
worm colony were kept to test their sensi- 
bility to light. 

To see if they object to change of tem- 
perature, he drew near tenderly with the 
heated poker; only one of* the worms 
“Jashed into its burrow,” which settled the 
point of the degree of development of 
their temperature sense. 

They were taken to the parlor to listen 
to the piano and bassoon, fed with familiar 
and unfamiliar food and heated in al! 
ways with the greatest care and considera- 


on. 

To demonstrate the existence of sense 
of touch was less important. Every one 
knows how ill at ease the earthworm is 
out of its natural contact with common 
evil. But Darwin’s object was to find out 
what a practically deaf, blind and dumb 
individual, such as the earthworm is, would 
do under unusugl conditions to make itself 

' gomfortable. That worms rarely do have a 
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Mr. Darwin in His Garden. 


choice in the matter cf foog and even archi. 
tecture is no longer absurd, in the light of 
Mr. Darwin's years of long researches. But 
with all these facts accepted, we are still 
unprepared to hear that an earthworm is 
sometimes ill. It ig true that with his one 
species of parasite he is very low im the 
scale compared with man exalted by his 


~ several dozen. species. 


But it is a fact that his one parasite can 

cause the earthworm so much discomfort 
that he crawls away from his cherished 
home to die by the wayside in great 
despair. There is Darwin’s hearty assur- 
ance to comfort us that the worm really 
suffers less, however, than his actions 
would imply.

which, in area and population, is one of 
the vastest of the governments of the 
earth. Japan has adopted modern methods 
in its army and navy and in the govern- 
ment of the empire. No nation on earth has 
probably ever shown such wonderful change 
in a few years as has Japan in the last 
twenty years. China, on the other hand, 
has clung to its old-time methods, and at 
the outbreak of this war it sent to the 
front Manchurian bow and arrow soldiers 
to meet the trained mitrailleuse batteries 
of the Japanese. But here is the story as 
told by Harper’s Young People, and it is 
interesting—every word of it: 


The War in the East. 

The war which is now being carried on 
between China and Japan is the most im- 
portant one that has occurred since Ger- 
many overcame France in 1871, and every 
American boy who is interested in the pro- 
gress of the world and in the advancement 
of modern ideas and inventions should fol- 
low the events of the struggle, and under- 
stand exactly what is going on in Corea, 
even if this country’is at the other end of 
the earth. 

The king of Corea has always tried to 
keep foreigners out of his domains, but the 
Chinese and Japanese have in recent years 
succeeded in getting a foothold in the coun- 
try. Each nation was jealous of the other, 


so that when the king called on China to 
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ime distance ag frem New York to 
Sing Sing on the Hudson. 
In the meanwhile the Chinese had been 
sending® armies over the mountains from 


Manchooria, and these armies had estab- 
lished themselves at the city of Ping- 
Yang, through whith the Japanese must 
pass if they intended going any further 
north; for Ping-Yang sits on the only road 
that leads through that section of the coun- 
try, and is built on a hill, and is an old 
fortified town with heavy stone walis. It 
was a strong position, and was defended 
by 20,000 of the best Chimese warriors. 

Marshal Count Yamagata, in command of 
the Japanese armies in Corea, determined 
that Ping-Yang must be taken, and he in- 
structed his generals to move on the city 
from Fusan, Seoul and Gensan, and to ar- 
rive all together on a certain date. 
Gensan is about ninety miles from Ping- 
Yang (the distance between New York and 
Hartford), and Seoul is 18 miles distant, 
or as far as Albany from New York. So 
the Japanese advance on Ping-Yang was 
somewhat similar to what an advance on 
New York would be by two armies moving 
from Hartford and Albany, except that the 
roads in that part of Corea are rough and 
narrow, and lead over mountains, and con- 
sequently were hard traveling for cavalry 
and artillery. 

The column moving up from Seoul came in 
sight of Ping-Yang on Thursday, September 
13th. The next day the Gensan column came 
up, and preparations were made for a 
general attack. The engagement began at 
«daybreak on Saturday morning with a 
heavy cannonadet which ‘lasted until 2 
o'clock in the afternoon. The Chinese re- 
plied bravely, butt not much harm was done 
on either side, as both armies were pretty 
well sheltered. At 2 o’clock the Japanese 
infantry began to advance, and flanking 
columns were sent to the right and left 
of the Chinese lines. They found the rear 
weakly defended, and waited until 3 o’clock 
Sunday morning, when they swooped down 
,upon the Chinamen from all sides at once, 
and completely routed them. It is stated 
that in this battle 2,300 Chinese were killed. 
and many thousands wounded, but a much 
larger number were taken prisoners, only 
3,000 of the entire army of 20,000 escaping 
northward toward Wiju. Among the prison- 
ers were several generals. The Japanese 
loss Was small—about 300 killed and wound- 


ed. 

The battle of Ping-Yang not only made 
the Japanese complete masters of the Corean 
peninsula, but destréved China’s best and 


strongest army corps. On the day after 


help him suppress a rebellion tast spring, 
the Japanese declared that the Chinese 
were sending more troops than 
were necessary, and asserted that if any 
more Chinese soldiers were landed in Corea 
they would consider it an act of war. 

On Friday, July 27th, several Japanese 
crusiers met a number of transports with 
Chinese troops on board, escorted by Chi- 
nese warships, off the island of Fon-Tao, 
on the west coast of Corea, in the Yellow 
sea. These ships were on their way from 
China to Asan, and the Japs, considering 
this an act of war, did not hesitate to at- 
tack the Chinese squadron. The ships of the 
latter offered little resistance, one small 
crusier being captured, and the others taking 
to flight. The transport ship Kow-Shing, 
however, was driven into a bay, and was 
called upon to surrender and to sail for 
some Japanese port. The Kow-Shing was a 
British ship, flying the British flag, and was 
commanded by a British captain, who refus- 
ed to surrender or to sail for a Japanese 
port. The Japanese naval officers did not 
bother much about the British flag, as the 
ship was carrying 1,200 Chinese troops, and 
was therefore practically in the service of 
China; nevertheless, the captain of the 
Japanese cruiser Naniwa offered to take 
off all the foreigners that Were on board the 
Kow-Shing, declaring that he intended then 
to sink her, as she had refused to surrender. 
Either the foreigners refused to leave the 
ship, or were prevented from doing so by 
the Chinese, for they remained aboard, agd 
in less than ten minutes the vessel and the 
1,200 men were blown up by torpedoes from 
the Naniwa. 

The next battle occurred on land, at 
Asan, on July 29th. The Chinese had used 
Asan as a landing place for their troops, 
and had fortified the town with earthworks. 
The Japanese had landed their soldiers at 
Chemulpo, the port of Seoul, and had like- 
wise strongly intrenched themselves. It was 
important, however, for the Japanese, who 
had now obtained possession of Seoul by 
driving the Chinese to Asan; to dislodge the 
enem\ from the south, and consequently a 
large hody of imfantry and artillery 
was senf.to assault that city. After a sharp 
battle the Japs came out victorious, and 
captured many prisoners. The Chinese who 
escaped mad@ their way to the mountains 
inland, and pmshed north to Ping-Yang, 
where they join@d the main Chinese army. 

Now, turning to™phe map for a moment, 
you will see that Japan stretches down

Ping-Yang the Japanese won a great vic- 
“tory and thus secured command of the 
Yellow sea. 

The ships of the mikado has been patroll- 
ing the enemy’s coast ever since the Kow- 
Shing affair and on several occasions the 
Japanese had even made exploring expedi- 
tions into the gulf of Pechili. The fleet 
made its headquarters at the small group 
of islands of Haigun-Tao in Corea bay, not 
far from the mouth of the Yalu river. The 
Japanese suspected that the Chinese would 
try to send troops into northern Corea 
by way of Wiju, and from these islands 
they could watch the entrance to the river 
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and cut off the enemy's fleet. Sure enough 
the Chinese did send a number of ‘trans- 
ports conveyed by a strong squadron of 
warships, and they arrived at the Yalu 
river on September li7th. The Japanese saw 
them and went out to battle. 

By good luck the Chinese transports 
managed to get up the river, and, it is 
said, landed their troops, but the warships 
stayed in Yalu bay and fought the Japanese. 
The battle lasted from noon until dark, and 
when the smoke cleared away it was found 
that three of the strongest Chinese war- 
ships were sunk, while another had gone 
ashore and was burned up. The Japanese 
did not lose any ships and only one vessel 
was so badly injured that it had to return 
home for repairs. The Chinese fleets con- 
sisted of heavier battle-ships than the 
Japanese, but the Japanese were better 
sailors and better gunners, and, therefore, 
won the day. There were about thirty-five 
ships engaged in the action. When the 
fighting was over the Chinese escaped to 
Port Arthur and the Japanese retired, no 
one knows exactly where. The ships of the 
Chinese were so badly battered that it was 
thought a month’s time would be necessary 
to repair them. 

And now let us turn to the map again 
and see what the situation is. We have 
the Japanese in full possession of Corea, 
with a strong and victorious army at 
Ping-Yang. One hundred and fifty miles 
from that city is Wiju, on the Yalu river, 
which is the boundary between China and 
Corea. The Japanese advanced on this 
city over very bad roads and captured it 
after a brief skirmish on October 4th. From 
Wiju they could look across the river into 
China, where, 160 miles from its shores, 
stands the sacred city of Mukden, which 
will very possibly be the next point of at- 
tack for the Ping-Yang column. 

But the Japanese would probably prefer 
to capture Peking, the capital of Clrina,and 
thus possibly bring the war to an end. 
Peking, however, is a hard place to get at. 
The city is about two hundred miles inland. 
To get there the Japanese must either 
march across the country from Wiju, a 
long distance, or land troops somewhere 
near Peking and then attack the city. Tuis 
is what they will probably do, and an army 
of 30,000 men left Hiroshima some time 
ago and has not been heard of at the pres- 
ent writing, but may turn up somewhere 
before this reaches our readers. Peking, 
as you will see by the map, is inland from 
the gulf of Pechili and this gulf is strongly 
protected by Wei-Hai-Wei and Port Arthur 
at the entrance and by the Taku forts at 
the mouth of the Peiho river. Both Wei- 
Hai-Wei and Port Arthur have large navy

So you see 
just now the situation is very interesting 
for any one who is looking on from a safe 
distance like New York and very alarming 
for any one like the Chinese emperor, who 
is probably a little uneasy en his throne 
in Peking. 

By watching the newspapers and looking 
at this map it will be an easy matter now 
for the readers of Harper’s Young People 
to follow the advance of the Japanese in- 
vading forces and to see just where they 
are on any day.

PIERRE LE GRAND AND THE SPANISH TREASURE SHIP. 
BY HOWARD PYLE. 


Pierre le Grand, buccaneer and pirate. 

Such was the name and title of the first 
of the great freebooters of the West Indies. 

There were others who came after him 

. as famous, and even more famous in their 
time than he—Mansvelt, Bartholomew Por- 
tuguéese, Roch Brazilianous, Lolonoise, and, 
finally, the great and always to be remem- 
bered Sir Henry Morgan, the conqueror of 
Panama and the king of the buccaneer 
pirates. 

But just now it is to be told of Pierre le 
Yrand, or Peter the Great, as we would 
call him in English, and of how he cap- 
tured the great Spanish treasure ship, the 
vice admiral of the Spanish flota, off Cape 
Tiburon, down in the hot West Indies, some- 
where about the year 1665. 

The word “buccaneer”’ does not itself 
mean pirate. The buccaneers were really 
curers of meat by a process of drying in 
the sun, called “buccanning,”’ or “‘bucca- 
neering.’’ The man who first invented this 
process of preserving meat was @ Scotch- 
Englishman, by name Buchanan; hence the 
name “‘bucaneer,” or “buccaneer.” 

The men—the buccaneers—chiefly center- 
ed in the neighborhoed of the northwest 
coast of the island of Hispaniola (afterward 
called Santo Domingo), and in the neighbor- 
ing island of Tortuga, or Tortoise, so called 
because of its shape, which was like a sea 
tortoise floting upon the water. 

In this part of the West Indies there were 
great herds of wild cattle, which had been 
brought over to the Americas during the 
previous century by the Spaniards, and 
which now roamed at large over the pam- 
pas and through the tropical forests of 
these two islands. These the buccaneers 
hunted and killed, cutting up their flesh, 
drying it in the sun and selling It to the 
Spanish ship captains who sailed in and 
out along the great Bahama charnel on their 
way to America or home again. 

The West Indies were at that time the 
vast treasure house from which Spain drew 
all her wealth. Ever since the discovery of 
the new world by Columbus, Spain had laid 
claim to all that immense part of the world 
—to all those thousand beautiful islands 
scattered over the wonderful Caribbean sea; 
to all the northern coast of South America 
and the isthmus of Darien and Panama, 
and to all of the west coast of the continent 
bordering the wide Pacific ocean. 

Now Central, and especially South Amer- 
ica, are perhaps the richest spots for gold 
and si:ver in the world. There in the fath- 
omless and tangled forests gre rivers waose 
sands daily sparkle with particles of the 
precious metal—rocks seamed and neney: 
combed with yellow veing of treasure. Eve- 
rywhere Spain had her agents gathering 
and gathering and gathering from this vast 
storehouse treasures of the precious mé¢tals 
which were .carried across the ocean in 
those queer old high-pooped ships and pour- 
ed, a golden stream, into the coffers of the 
Spanish king. 

. ergs all this enormous treasure 
emptied out from the new world into Spain 
made the other nations of Europe very en- 
vious of her. Nobody felt that all that 
great western world really belonged to one 
people and to one king. Other nations felt 
that they had just as much right to bring 
away from the Americas some of that na- 
tive silver and gold ag had Spain. Spain, 
upon her part, striving to keep everything 

. for herself, sent thither great warships to 
keep other nations from taking from the 
great mother earth that which the Spanish 
people claimed belonged aM to themselves. 

So Spain, trying to keep all the rest of 
the world out of the West Indies, and all 
the rest of the world striving to get gold and 
silver for itself, it came about that for two 
centuries, even when the nations of the 
earth were nominally at peace, there was 
war, war in the West Indies, ceaseless war, 
bloody and cruel, 

Now, when the buccaneers first came to 
the Spainish Main, as it was called, they 
came there, as was said, not to rob Spain of 
her silver and gold, but to gain money in 
another way. Ship captains that came to 
America had no means of obtaining pro- 
Visions to victual their ships for the re- 
turn voyage. There was no figur and no 
grain. There was no meat, and if there 
had been meat there was no sait wherewith 
to cure it. A ship captain had either to 
victual a ship for the round voyage to the 
West Indies and return, or else run the 
risk of falling short of provisions. Some- 
times a ship’s crew would almost starve be- 
fore they got bak to their own coun- 
try. When Buchanan first invented his pro- 
cess of curing meat, and when ship cap- 
tains began to supply themselves there- 
with, he made an enormous fortune in a lit- 
tle while—such a great fortune that nearly 
every one that had nothing else better to 
do began to turn his attention to curing 


meat as Buchanan had done. 
These buceaneer curers of meat were 
nearly all English, French and Dutch. But, 


as was said, Spain did not allow any of 
the other nations to come into her parts of 
America. So she tried to drive the buc- 
caneers out of Tortuga. The buccaneers, 
upon their part, gathered together into a 
little army and fought the Spaniards. So 
began a war; first favorable to the Span- 
iards, then to the buccaneers, which did 
not cease for over twenty years, and only 
terminated finally when the buccaneers 
took possession of the Isle of Tortuga in the 
name of I’rance, and drove and kept the 
Spaniards out of that island. 

After that they buc™imeered their meat 
in comparative peace and quietness until 
S50 Many men were hunting wild cattle and 
drying their meat that the business was no 
longer profitable to anybody. 

It was just about this time that Pierre, 
of whom nobody heretofgre had ever heard, 
became Pierre le Grand. 

He was at that time living at Tortuga. 

od He had been, it was said, a native of 
Dieppe, in Normandy, and from this faint, 
distant glimpse we catch of him in a queer 
little Dutch history published in Amster- 
dam far back in 1768, called “De Ameri- 
caensche Zee Roovers,’’ we may see Pierre, 
a wild, desperate, roving Frenchman, prob- 
ably the ohief of a band of buccaneer meat 
curers ag wild and as desperate as himself. 

It was to Pierre le Grand that it oecur- 
red to carry the war with Spain out into the 
waters of the Caribbean sea. 

These old buccaneers were not only hunt- 
ers of wild cattle and curers of wild cat- 
tle meat; they were also skilled and ven- 
turesome sailors. So one. day Pierre le 
Grand set sail in a little open boat with 
twenty-eight men and ventured out tnto the 
Bahama channel im-quest of adventure 
against the Spaniards, 

Buccaneer towns in Tortuga must have 
been just such Mttle scattered villages of

‘Breen foliage. Up and down the hot, baked 
streets and clustered around the “ordtl- 
nary,” or drinking houses, were the biuc- 
caneers themsélves—wild, desperate, Shag- 
sy men, with wide brimmed hats of woven 
grasses; with great, baggy breeches and 
short coats, with belt and badnaller and 
broad sword, and a musket almost as 
heavy as a little cannon. A couple of 
pistols hung from a sling about the neck, 
and a knife was thrust in the belt. 

Such were the buccaneers, and it was 
with such a crew that Pierre le Grand set 
sail in a little open boat and skimmed 
away out of the great wide waters of Ba- 


hama channel in search of a Spanish boat 
to fight. 

It was not until they had reached off 
Cape Tiburon, on the west side of Hispa- 
niola, that Pierre and his party fell in with 
any adventure. 

“The boat,’’ says one historian of this 
adventure, in his quaint English of King 
Charles’s day—‘‘the boat wherein Pierre le 
Grand was with his companions had now 
been at sea a long time without finding 


“anything, according to his intent of piracy, 


suitable to make a prey. And now their 
provision beginning to fail, they must of 
necessity starve. Being almost reduced to 
despair, they espied a great ship of the 
Spanish flota, which has separated from 


the rest. This buiky vessel they resolved 
to set upon, and to take or die in the at- 
tempt.” 


This ship was the Vice Admiral of the 
Spanish flota, or fleet. and it was loaded 
with gold and silver plate. 

It was about gvening when the pirates 
sighted her. The ship was then probably 
riding at anchor: a huge, unwieldly struc- 
ture, rising and falling on the slow ground

swell of the hot. smooth sea, big and black 
against the western evening sky. Far 
away in the distance was the scattered 
fieet,-also riding at anchor. The little open 
boat with the buccaneers in it sailed to- 
ward her. “That very .day,” says the his- 
torian, ‘“‘the captain of the ship Had been 
told by some of the seamen that a boat 
which was in view cruising was a boat of 
pirates. Unto whom the captain, slighting 
their advice, made answer: “‘What, then; 
must I be afraid of such a pitiful thing as 
that is? No; nor though she were a ship 
as big and strong as mine is.”’ 

So now FP'terre le Grand and his pirates 
were rowtng silently toward the plate ship 
through the dusk of the evening that fell, 
as it falls in the tropics, swiftly_and sud- 
denly. They drew nearer and nearer, and 
the Spaniards did not see them. Pierre 
made all of his men swear a solemn oath 
to stand by him in the hour of coming 
danger; then he ordered the surgeon to 
bore holes in the bottom of the little boat 
in which they were, so that it woula sink 
beneath them and they would have no 
means of escape, so that it would be either 
to fight and to conquer or else to die. 

They came nearer and nearer the Span- 
iards. Now they were very close aboard, 
and the great bulk loomed up above them 
big and still in the gathering darkness and 
the murmuring silence of the tropical night. 
Pierre and the others reached out and 
stopped the on-coming of their Httle boat. 
The surgeon had done his work, and it was

They «must 
leave their boat or it would sink beneath 
them. Up the side they swarmed in the 
darkness and over the rail of the big ship. 
“This.” says the historian, “was perform- 
ed accordingly and without any other arms 
than a pistol in one of their hands and a 
sword in the other.’’ ' 

The next moment there was a patter and 
a scuffle of bare feet on the smooth, still 
deck of the Spanish vessel; a daw: rush of 
men’s figures hither and thither. Pierre at 
the head, with three or four men, ran 
swiftly through the darkness across the 
deck and into the great cabin; others ran 
to the gunroom and took possession of the 
guns and ammunition. 

In the cabin the captain of the ship was 
sitting with some friends playing cards by 
the dim light of the lantern swung over- 
head from the deck above. Pierre burst 
the door open with a kick and a blow and 
rushed directly up to the captain, thrust- 
ing out his pistol and pressing it against 
that officer’s breast, “commanding him,” 
says the chronicler, ‘‘to deliver up the ship 
unto their obedience. The Spaniards,”’ 
says he, ‘‘seeing the pirates aboard their 
ship without scarce having seen them at 
once, cried out: ‘Heaven bless us! Are 
these devils or what are they?’ ”’ 

They were neither ‘‘divils’’ nor men. They 
were the first buccaneer pirates of the 
Spanish main, 

Thus at a stroke and without a drop of 
blood having been shed, fell the Spanish 
vice admiral, the treasure ship, with, no 
man could tell, how great a treasul® 
aboard, and without a single other one of 
the Spanish fleet knowing that thera were 
pirates near at hand. 

Pierre le Grand set the captain and a 
number of the crew of the V@e Admiral 
ashore in the darkness, the res 


enormous, 

Pierre reached France in safety. ‘‘There,”’ 
says the chronicler, ‘the continuetl without 
ever returning unto the parts of America.”’ 

Such is the famous exploit of Pierre le 
Grand, the first buccaneer pirate who, at 
a single bold dash up the side of the great 
Spanish ship, gained inestimable wealth 
and fame in five minutes’ time. It was 
the first spark that set all the West In- 
dies into a blaze, that of piracy and ra- 
pine, that did not cease for over twenty 
years.

than the achievernents of the United States 
navy. The achievemengts ef both the regu- 
lar commissioned vessels a 
vateersmen have covered the American 
sailor with national glory. A privateers- 
man was a vessel fitted out by private tn- 
dividuals in time of war to prey on thd 
enemy's commerce, They reserved “letters 
of marque” as they were called, from the 
goverhiment, which prevented them, in case 
of capture, from being classed as privates. 

The custom of commissioning privateers 
has now gone out of vogue, but in the early 
days of our cvuntry many a daring sailor 
made his fortune in time of war by fitting 
out a fast sailing vessel as a man-of-war. 

In all the thrilling annals of our hardy 
privateers no ship is more noted than the 
brig General Armstrong. Among other ex- 
ploits, she engaged a British frigate off 
Surinam, and after a most gallant fight, 
in which Captatn Champlin was wounded, 
actually succeeded in escaping from her 
formidable antagonist. For this remarka- 
ble achievement Captain Champlin received 
a resolution of thanks and a sword at a 
public meeting called for this purpose at 
Tammany hall, New York, then situated op- 
posite to the City Hall park. 

On the 9th of September, 1814, near the 
close of the war, the brig General Arm- 
strong once more passed Sandy Hook, out- 
ward bound, under command of Captain 
Samuel Chester Reid, a native of Norwich, 
Conn. As she stole away toward the east 
until lost in the closing shades of night, 
her crew little thought the beautiful schoon- 
er was sailing on her last cruise, although 
destined to win imperishable renown in her 
death struggle. ; 

The voyage out was rapid and unevent-

ful. In fifteen days the lofty pointed peak 
of Pico island, one of the Azores, was 
sighted, and then the lofty cliffs of Fayal. 
Rounding the stéep brown precipices, and 
entering the narrow strait which separates 
the two islands, Captain Reid anchored in 
the open roadstead called the harbor of 
Horta, which is the chief town of Fayal. 
Although exposed to the winds, during the 
summer season the weather is so mild that 
Captain Reid was apprehensive only of 
English cruisers. Fayal is a Portuguese is- 
land, and was a neutral port, but he knew 
well that this would not prevent an attack 
on him if surprised there by the enemy, 
So exasperated were they by the daring suc- 
cesses of the privateers whom they regard-., 
ed as pirates. Captain Reid ordered the 
water casks to be filled that very night, 
intending to proceed to sea the following 
morning. 

The privateer officers were preparing to 
attend a ball to be given that evening, to 
which they were invited immediately on 
arriving at Fayal, and the captain was on 
shore conversing with the American con- 
sul, Mr. Dabney. It was about dusk of a 
still evening, the moon rising at the full, 
and they were looking over the port from 
the consul’s gardens, when a sail appeared 
creepirg around the high northeast head- 
land of Fayal. At that period this was a 
most suspicious circumstance. A short in- 
spection of the stranger confirmed ‘these 
suspicions It proved to be the English 
brig of war Carnation. 

Not a moment was to be lost; for the ene- 
my, having been informed by the pilot she 
toak on board that a yankee privateer was 
in port, stole close in, and anchored within 
pistol shot of the General Armstrong. The 
eremy’s brig waz much stronger than the 
American vessel, Judge, then, of the peril 
of the situation when, a few moments later, 
two other English vessels, a sloop of war 
and a frigate appeared, Apparently there 
was nothing to be done but for Captain 
Reid to yield on the first summons to sur- 
render, rather than uselessly to sacrifice his 
men to such overwhelming odds. Instead 
of doing this, however, ne hastened on 
board, and made immediate preparations to 
resist to the very last. 

Perceiving that the captain of the Carna- 
tion was making ready to board the General 
Armstrong by boards, Captain Reid cleared 
his brig for action, and slipping his cable, 
caused the privateer to be taken nearer the 
shore by means of sweeps, or long oars, 
such as wereeat that time used on small 
vessels in the absence of wind. She was 
moored near the fort. At 8 o’clock the boats 
of the Carration were sent acainst the 
General Armstrong, loaded with men. This 
mede of attack was chosen in order ts 
spare the town. But the boats carried 
swivels and small carronades, which dis- 
mounted several of the privateer’s guns, 
aid also her Long Tom toward the end of 
the battle. The gun called by this familiar 
name was a lcng narrow eighteen-pound 
eannon placed amidships, and consi@sred 
very formidable in these days. * 

The first boarders were received very 
wermly, and beaten back with the loss of 
twenty men, This repulse was so unex- 
pected that the enemy retired in confu- 
sion. It soon became evident that they had 
miscalculated the ability and courage of 
the privateers, and proposed not to make 
such a mistake @ secon time. The boats 
of the three ships were now massed, and 
filled with crews armed for a desperate 
undertaking. All their preparations could 
be distinctly seen by the clear light of the 
full n shining in a cloudlets sky. The. 
gov r, With the notables and people of 
Payal, thronged to the shore to gaze on 
this a scene. The shrill whis- 
tles of the boatswains, the sharp orders of 
the officers, rang through the fleet, as the 
boats, manned with over four hundred men, 
started 29 their hazardous enterprise, We 
say h«4ardcvs, and yet it hardly seomed 
so atgthe time, for what could a handful 
of 130°en In a small, low-sided vesse! be

boats a four hundred stout sailors and

was the activity of Captain Retd, and ‘such 
the spirit of his seamen. that before the 
enemy could come fairly alongside of the 
vessel soveral of their boats were shattcro 
and sunk by her batteries pouring terrif>s 
volleys of grape and canister. Long Tom 
wrought terrible execution. 

But the eneniy vary nearly ‘succeeded in 
climbing over the bow, and wore about to 
overpower the gallant defenders, when 
Captain Reid came to the roscue after re- 
peiling the boarders on the quarters. The 
boarders were hurled back into the water as 
fast as they showed their heads over the 
bulwarks, and the brig was soon surround- 
ed by mangled corpses. 
| Raffled and beaten, the aggressors finally - 
drew off their forces, carrying back to 
their ships less than one-third of the men 
they took into the battle. It sounds almost 
incredible, but it Is nevertheless true, that 
the loss cf the enemy amounted to 300 killed 
and wounded out of 10 ongaged, while the 
loss on the General Armstrong was only _ 
two killed and seven wounded, the- second ~~~" 
Heutenant, Mr. Williams, being among the 
Slain. There is no more desperate naval 
fight on record. Of course the result indi- 
cates not only great courage, but remarka- 
bie skill on the part of the privateer's 
commander and crew. 

However, the end had not yet been reach- 
ed, for at 3 o’clock in the morning the gov- 
ernor caused Captain Reid to be informed 
that the admiral was so infuriated at the 
resistance offered by the little yankee brig 
that he was abqut to bring the guns to the 
fleet to bear on the General Armstrong 
and blow her out of the water, evea if he 
battered down the entire city of Fayal in 
so doing. Resolved that she should not 
fall into the hands of the eneiny, Captain 
Reid immediately scuttled his ship, and 
with his crew escaped on shore. Years af- 
ter, her Long Tom was fished up by divers 
and mounted in the fort, where it was seen 
by the writer a few years ago. Would it 
not be quite worth the while for onr gov- 
ernment to ask the Portuguese authorities 
fcr its return, and place it in some proml- 
nent spot in our capital as a reminder of 
the most gallant sea fight in the history of 
the United States? °: 

On his return to the United States Captain 
Reid was invited to a banquet given in his 
honor at Richmond, Va. The governor of 
the state was present. The speaker of the 
house of delcgates presided, and closed the 
entertainment with the following toast to 
the distinguished guest: “Captain Reid: 
his valor has shed a blaze of renown upon 
the character of our seamen, and won for 
himself a laurel of eternal bloom.” 

Another honor was reserved for the hero. 
Congr2ss passed a bill presenting him with 
a swcrd in token of his remarkable ser- 
vices, After retiring from the sea, Captain 
Reid arranged the pilot service of New 
York, and regulated the signal stations of 
that port. But next,to his exploit at Fayal 
he will be the Icngest remembered for de- 
meg the present flag of the United 

tates,

To re- 
porters Mr. Crisp said he felt great interest 
in the confést in New York. Continuing, 
he said: 

“All eyes are now turning to New York. 
We feel that in order to obtain control in 
the house of representatives it is necessary

I have noticed in Tennessee and Georgia, 
where I have been speaking, that the peo- 
ple take more interest in the conditions 
here than anywhere else, and I have also 
observed with much pleasure that there 
is universally expressed hope that Mr. Hill 
may be elected governor.

We 
are fearful that local divisions in 
New York may cause the people to over- 
look the important fact that this state 
must furnish eighteen or twenty democrats 
to the next house.”’ 
Crisp Speaks in Brooklyn. 

Brooklyn, N. Y., November 3.—Governor 
Flower and Hon. Charles F. Crisp, spealer 
of the house of representatives, were re- 
cived at the Clermont avenue , rink, in 
Brooklyn, tonight, by about 5,000 enthusias- 
tic democrats. 

William C. Beecher, son of the late Hen- 
ry Ward Beecher, presided. Mr. Beecher 
introduced Speaker Crisp, who then began 
his address, which was interrupted sey- 
eral times with loud cheering and clap- 
ping. Mr. Crisp said that the hard times 
were due to the McKinley act and other 
pernicious laws enacted by the republicans. 
He discussed the tariff at length and con- 
cluded with an appeal to all democrats to 
do their full measure of citizenship on 
election day. “Help us,”. said Speaker 
Crisp, “for at no other time in the his- 
tory of our party have we needed the 
confidence of the people so much as now. 
Maintain a democratic congress by your 
vote on Tuesday, and you will have done 
your full share of duty as democrats.”’ 

He said that it would be a good thing 
for the people of New York if they follow- 
ed the footsteps of the people of Phila- 
delphia and sent their men to congress 
and kept them there for years. He men- 
tioned the names of Judge Kelley, Charles 
O’Neill and General Bingham, who,~ he 
said, were in congress nearly twenty-eight 
years. 

Governor Flower followed and told of his 
trip through the state. He declared that 
the enthusiasm he had witnessed among 
democrats everywhere inspired him with 
the belief that David B. Hill would be the 
next governor of this state. 

Flower Confident of Success. 

Jersey City, N. J., November 3.—Gov- 
ernor Flower reached Jersey City at 8:30 
o’clock tonight and was met by a commit- 
tee of democrats from Brooklyn, who es- 
corted him to the democratic mass meeting 
in that city, where he had been announc- 
ed to speak with Speaker Crisp.

MRS. HERMANN WAS ANGRY 
When She Saw Petterman in the 
Courtroom. . 

New York, November 3.—The Lexow com- 
mittee has now sat continuously since 
Monday last, which is the longest unin- 
terrupted session yet held. 

When the proceedings ,adjourned last 
evening, Mrs. Hermann was on the stand. 
She refused to give the names of certain 
police officers who had treated her, she 
said, rather well in comparison to the 
manner in which she was fleeced by oth- 
ers. 

Mrs. Hermann came in a few minutes 
after 12 and took the stand. She was indig- 
nant and whispered to Mr. Goff excitedly. 

‘Tell the committee what you are tell- 
ing me,’’ said he. 

‘“T want to say,’’ said she, “that every- 
thing I stated yesterday was true. I 
heard that Police Justice Hogan said in 
the morning papers that I lied. I say I 
did not, and I am not afraid of him, Re- 
corder Smythe, nor anybody else, and I 
have plenty more to tell. When I#said I 
got that $1,700 from the police to go away 
I told the truth.’”’ 

“Captain Ryan is in court, Mrs. Herman. 
Did he put money in to make up the 
$1,7007?’’ 

“T don’t know.” 

Mrs. Hermann got very angry. She broke 
in with “I am not afraid of Judge Hogan 
nor anybody else. I told the truth.” 

Here the witneds looked around the 
court and spied Officer Petterman. 

“Don’t look at me like that,’’ she half 
shrieked. ‘‘You are a thief and a loafer. 
You know you tame to my sister and got 
money from her more than thirty times.” 

The witness was fairly white with rage 
at this point. Officer Petterman stood up 
in court in full uniform, his eye drooped 
and his face blanched under the storm of 
invectives. 

‘You know, Petterman, I am telling the 
truth. You know my niece was a good girl 
until—’’ - 

Here Mr. Goff interrupted the witness 
and told her to keep calm. She was then 
asked by Mr. Goff if She recognized any 
of the policemen who met her the night she 
left her house. 

Repeated Her Story. 

She again repeated the story of her ar- 
rest and her being fined $100 by Recorder 
Smythe for assault, and said she had no 
correction to make in her evidence.

When Millions of Freemen Will Gather 
at the Ballot Box ~ 


TO PASS THEIR BIENNIAL JODGMENT 


Upon the Work of Their Law Givers 
During Their Term of Office. 


THE PROBABILITIES .OF THE CONTEST 


Sized Up from Various Points of View. 
What the Disturbing Issues Are, and 
the Probable Outcome Guessed At. 


- 


On next Tuesday every state in the union, 
except Maine, elects congressmen. Maine 
has alrady elected four republicans. Many 
states elect governors and statehouse offi- 
cers. 

Except in the state election in New York, 
the great interest throughout the country 
is now centered in the congressional elec- 
tions, for there is much doubt as to which 
party will elect a majority of the members 
of the next house of representatives. 

The democrats should win in the elec- 
tions next Tuesday. They should carry a 
majority of the house of representatives, 
As the house now stands the democrats 
have 90 majority over the republicans and 
populists. They should have at least 25 or 
30 majority in the next house. 

But the political history of this country 
furnishes no instance of a party which 
changed the tariff laws in one congress be- 
ing sufficiently endorsed by the people to 
control the next congress. In other words, 
every party which has dickered with the 
tariff or attempted to reform it has been 
overthrown in the next succeeding election. 

It is well remembered how the country 
elected a republican congress immediately 
after the house of representatives, which 
is better remembered how the country al- 
was democratie, adopted the Mills bill. It 
most trampled the life out of the republi- 
can party at the election succeeding the 
passage of the McKinley bill through con- 
gress. The tariff bill which the last con- 
gress passed has, however, been more fa- 
vorakly received by the country than either 
of the two preceding bills. Of course, in 
many sections there is great dissatisfac- 
tion. Indeed, no section is thoroughly sat- 
isfied with all the features of the bill, but 
it is generally recognized to be a long step 
in the right direction. Therefeore, the peo- 
ple, realizing this, and knowing that the 
democratic party, if continued in power, 


will go further, the chances would seem to 
be good that this election will prove an ex- 
ception to the general rule and the demo- 
crats will control the next congress. This 
is by no means certain, but it should re- 
sult this way. The democrats have a bet- 
ter chance of winning the next house than 
have the republicans. 

Much, however, depends upon how the 
south goes. The southern states have al- 
ways been tounted on to send 129 demo- 
crats to the house of representatives. If 
the south fails to allow the third party to 
make inroads upon its representation and 
sends 129 democrats, then the next house 
will certainly be democratic, for but fifty 
democratic members from all the north and 
west will then be needed to make the house 
democratic by 1 majority. 

Faulkner’s Prediction. 

Chairman Faulkner, of the democratic 
congressional committee, writes from Wash- 
ington that he feels very confident the next 
house will be democratic. He caunts upon 
188 democrats certain—that is a democratic 
majority of 20. This is, however, not all 
that he expects. This is only what he feels 
certain of. He feels that in thirty other 
districts the democrats have just as good a 
chance as do the republicans of winning. 

In New York. 

Upon the election in New York depends 
largely the success of the democratic party 
in congressional elections. New York has 
thirty-four representatives in congress. At 
prescnt nineteen of them are democrats, 
and there is one democratic district now 
represented by a republican. 8o, by rights, 
the democrats should have twenty repre- 
sentatives in the present congress. If we 
get seventeen from New York in Tuesday's 
election we will control the next house. 
Senator Hill says we are certain to get that 
number, and he believes we have a good 
chance of carrying twenty-one districts in 
the state. He does not predict this, it is 
true, but says there are twenty-one districts 
in the state in which the democrats have 
a much better chance of winning than the 
republicans. It is not believed that the 
split in New York will result injuriously to 
the democratic congressional nominees. The 
only d{stricts where there are independent 
democrats are in New York city and Brook- 
lyn. It is believed that Speaker Crisp's 
speech in Brooklyn last night did much 
good, and that. Brooklyn will, ip conse- 
quence, return its regular number Ot demo- 
cratic congressmen. In New rk city 
Tammany has done its work well and will 
not only return democrats from all the dis- 
tricts represented by democrats in the last 
congress, but will reclaim the district now 
represented by Quigg, in which the demo- 
crats have nominated John Connelly. In 
this district the state democracy has nom- 
inated Julius J. Frank, but he is a man 
without any strength and will not draw 
largely from Mr. Connelly’s vote. 

Ohio and Indiana. 

In Ohio the democrats will lose heavily 
in the congressional contest, but the party 
is prepared for that. It can afford to loge 
in Ohio ahd in Indiana and in, Michigan, 
in Minnesota an@ Illinois, and then win the 
next house. 

Ohio has twenty-one congressmen. Of 
these we have eleven now. We will proba- 
bly lose five of these, but not’ more than 
that number. It may be that we will only 
lose four. 

In Indiana, which has thirteen represen- 
tatives, the democrats hawve*in the present 
congress eleven. It is not certain that eleven 
will be returned from Indiana, It is certain, 
however, that seven will be réturned, and 
in the four other districts now democratic 
there is no good reason why the democrats 
should not win. The democratic nominees 
in these four districts, ‘Messrs. Taylor, 
Cooper, Bynum and Martin, have made gal- 
lant fights and recent advices from that 
state are to the effect that they should 
win. 

In Illinois, with her twenty-two repre- 
sentatives we now have eleven, and every- 
thing points to the return of the eleven. 
Only one district is in ecrious doubt and the 
latest advices are to the effect that we will 
win that. . 

In New Jersey we have six congressmen 
at present, but will probably lose two. 

In West Virginia and the South. 

In West Virginia, where we have made 
the hardest fight, and where the republi- 
cans have ee 


In the southern states the populists have 
taken courage from the slump in the recent 
state election in Georgia, but that slump 
has caused the democrats to work harder, 
and” everything now points to the usual 
democratic success in all the southern 
states. It is not believed that the populists 
will elect more than one congressman from 
the south on Tuesday and it may be that 
they will not elect one. 

But to get down to figures. Here is a 
list of all the states, showing democratic, 
republican, doubtful and populist districts. 
In almost every one of these doubtful dis- 
tricts the democratic chances are believed 
to be better than those of the republicans. 

Certain and Doubtful Districts. 
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Under the above, with twenty-eight doubt- 
ful districts, the democrats will have 183, 
or a majority of eight over ait. Of the twen- 
ty-eight doubtful districts the democrats 
should easily get half of them. 

As a matter of fact, if the democrats 
don’t carry the next house it will be caused 
by very bad management and fighting 
among themselves. There should « at least 
thirty democratic majority in the next 
house. E. W. &.

POOL OPERATOIS’ FAILURE

Causes Consternation Among Their 
Depositors in Philadelphia. 
Pittsburg, Pa.y, November 3.—The la- 
mentable failure of George ‘M. Irwin & Co., 
the big discretionary pool operators, has 
spread consternation among the depositors 
of the firm and filled the hearts of the 
other pool men with dismay. The failure 
is the most disastrous of any that has 
occurred, inasmuch as the number of per- 
sons concerned is infinitely larger: than the 


investors with all the other pools put to- 


gether. 

An anxious crowd surged around Irwin's 
Office this morning, but they were met and 
turned away by two very young ladies, 
who were not the regular cierks. About 10 
o’clock one of the young ladies received a 
telegram and immediately afterward both 
left, locking one door of the office, but 
the inquisitive depositors found the private 
door open and flocked in. They found the 
place deserted and the desks locked tight 
with every evidence of a hasty exodus. 

Most ‘of Irwin’s depositors had implicit 
faith in him and in the face of the firm’s 
plain statement that “not a dollar had 
been saved’’ from the wreck, there are 
those who still maintain that Mr. Irwin 
will return and make good his obligations. 

A careful estimate of the losses through 
Irwin & Co.’s agent since October 2th are: 
Lost on Chicago exchange, $151,540; lost in 
bucket shop deals, $75,000; cash paid out 
during the run, $50,000; total $376,540. It 
is not known how many depositors the 
firm had, but it is believed that at least 

$300,000 has been swallowed up in the 
Irwin pool. 

Blanched faces were conspicuous about 
the offices of the other discretionary pools 
today and the managers were less suave 
and confident. The failure of Irwin & 
Co. and the action of the finance commit- 
tee of the chamber of commerce incalling a 
special meeting of the chamber for the 
purpose of taking definite action regarding 
Attorney Goehring’s recommendation to 
prosecute the operators of the pools and 
bucket shops was the cause of their reti- 
cence. 

There were 2 number of applications for 
withdrawal filed at the pools today, and at 
the Traders’ one man made a persistent 
but unsuccessful effort to get his money 
back. On this account other arrests may 
be made.

THE THEATERS THIS WEER. 
Augustus Thomas tells the following in- 


‘teresting story of the conception and writ- 


ing of his now famous play, “Alabama,” 
which has won such unparalleled suc- 
cess: . 

“*Alabama,’"’ Mr. Thomas said, “was a 
growth. The seed was an old gateway I 
saw some six years ago near Talladega. 
It was an old stone gateway from which 
the gate had gone, and but one post of 
which was standing. On either side a bit 
of crumbling wall marked the limit of the 


“estate to which the gateway had once 


the entrance. Both posts and the bits 
of walt that flanked them were beauti- 
fully covered with creepers. At the time it 
impressed me particularly, because it was’ 
like a stone marking the ve of some 
former pride and plenty.

The signature of 
the city engineer to any estimate or bill 
rendered for work done is a guarantee that 
the work has been done in a maaner thor- 
oughly satisfactory to that official, whuse 
duty it fs to pass upon that class of work 
before it is paid for. So it is with the 


er contractor can draw any money on his 
sewer work he must present to the comp- 
troller, who issues the warrants, the vouch- 
er of the city engineer showing that the 
work’ has been done in the most satisfac- 
tory and workmanlike manner. 

After the work has been completed by 
the contractor it becomes the property of 
the city, amd as the property of the city 
falls under the care and protection of the 
commissioner of public works unless taken 
from him by some ordinance of the general 
council or some order of any kind of that 
body. 

The time was in the history of Atlanta 
when all of the street work was under 
the control of the city engineer. But along 
in the early '80s the legislature increased 
tne powers of Atlanta’s charter and cre- 
ated a board of street commissioners. That 
board was composed of three inembers 
and under their directions the street and 
@eewer work was all done, the board elect- 
ing a street superintendent. The member- 
ship of the board was Hon. W. li. Vena- 
ble, Hon. John Berkele and the late Hon. 
M. E..Maher. The membership was by no 
‘means congenial and the work was retard- 
ed greatly by internal dissensions. So 
great were the dissensions that the general 
council found it advisable to ask the leg- 
{slature to abolish the board and create 
tne office of street commissioner. The of- 
fice was created and nearly all of the pow- 
ers of the board of commissioners were

An investigation of the city laws shows 
the powers of both the city engineer and 
the commissioner’ of public works.’ One 
section places the han/ling of the perma- 
nent work, *hat is; the laying of the bel 
gian biocks andthe sinking of sewers in 
the hands of the engineer and the other 
gives to the commissiouer ‘of public ‘works 
a supervision and direct charge of al the 
work ordirary, that is, the repairing of the 
streets, the letting of contracts of less thaad 
one hundred dollars and .the supervision 
of the relaying of stones,.-macadan: and so 
forth when it is‘tmrn up on-any street which 
has been permanently improved. Under all 
these laws which are found:in sections 1299 
to 1315, inclusive, of the’ code of Atlanta 
and some armentiments sub$equently enact- 
ed, the commissioner of public works shall 
have full and complete control of the execu- 
tion of all work of every kind ordered from 
time. to time by the mayor and genéral 
council on the streets, sidewalks, curbing, 
bridges, culverts, sewers and drains of the 
city, extept the inspection of paving streets 
ard sidewalks and construction of sewers 
let out by contract, which is the duty of 
the city engineer. 
Probably nothing has aroused the people 
of Atlanta relative to the condition of the 
streets after the work has once heen done 
so much as the conditiqn of Whitehall 
street. That street is one of the most con- 
tant and popular drives in the city and the 
- ople who move over ft find themselves 
the patrons of some carriage repair shop 
constantly; but quite a number of them 
ere not certain whether their breakage 
comes from over that street or another 
street which they are not able to locate. 


Loose Management, Says a Citizen. 
‘The truth is,’’ said one of the best posted 
gentiemen in the city yesterday, ‘‘that I 
am astonished that the work should be 
allowed to go on as it has been. I would 
not conduct my business as the business of 
the city is conducted. I don’t know who is 
at fault, byt the party at fault should be 
ascertained and made to correct the error. 
Now, for instance, that work on Alabama 
street is about the worst I have ever seen. 
For weeks the street was torn up and not 
the slightest attention was paid to it, not- 
withstanding the cunstant and frequent 
kicks that were made. There was a livery 
stable right there and it was impossible 
for its carriages to get in and out for quite 
a while. Then when the blocks were laid 
down it was found that quite a load or 
more of them had to be carted off because 
there was not room-in the street for them 
where they were once placed when a street 
car track was along side. If there was 
any better evidence of the inefficient work 
done in putting the biocks back than the 
fact that blocks which were once in the 
street had to be carted away, I do not know 
what it could be. Then when the work was 
done it was so bad and uneven that it 
was almost unsafe for a rough, — dray 
to pass over it. So rough and uffeven was 
the work and so apparently imperfect was 
it that the howl was even louder than be- 
fore, and now we see the best workmen in 
the city doing the work over. The blocks 
have been taken up again-and I understand 
that a carload or more of stones have been 
ordered and that they are to find a resting 
place in that section of the street, making 
it even better than it was at first. That 
piece of work right at the corner of Ala- 
bama and Forsyth.street which has caused 
so much complaint, I am told is to be taken 
up and done over. This time the dirt will 
be rammed down and the blocks will be 
made even and the street put into first- 
class condition. 

Some Ohne Is to Blame. 


“The truth is, some one is badly to 
blame, but it appears impossible to locate 
that blame. The men who putdown thuse 
blocks when the work is first dofie get $3.50 
a day fcr the work. They are all the best 
skill laborers and know how to do their 
work.’ Now, I am told that the men who 


ere cged to do the replacing of-the blocks 


when they are taken up are all cheap men 
and do not get more than a Har a day 
if they get that. No’one should expect to 
get as good work out of aman for a dollar 
a day as @ man who commands $3.50 a day.

Duties They Have to 
GRAVE RESPONSIBILITIES RES ON THEM 


Hew the Soutbern Railway Manipulates 
Ite Traine Over Certain Divisions. 
Tricks of the “'‘rade. 
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If there is any man shouldered with 
graver responsibilities in his daily walks 
of life than the train dispatcher it is hard 
to conceive what must be his duties. 

Sitting hour after hour at his tedious 
desk, watching with intense interest and 
‘concern *the movement of trains all out 
over the line of railway over which he pre- 
sides, listening with a heart always beat- 
ing with anxiety and fear at the click and 
clatter of his telegraph key that is kept 
busy incessantly chattering off messages 
that might any minute bring to his mind 
the horrors of a disastrous wreck with 
great loss of human life—sitting there with 
the situation in hts own hands and the 
lives of hundreds of men and women rest- 
ing within his province of duty, what must 
be his strain and how courageous and 
brave his heart! 

It is a sort of little superstition or by- 
word among train dispatchers that if one

works long enough at the business he is 
sure to have a wreck to occur under his 
management of the key. There is a deli- 
cate little bit of humor about the strangely 
worded prophecy. If a man works long 
enough at the business to have a wreck 
of course he will have the wreck, and there 
is no getting around it. But, aside from 
this view of the question in lighter vein, 
the intention of the language is meant to 
convey a far more serious contemplation. 
It is really meant to say that a wreck is 
very apt to be recorded in the lifework of 
any train dispatcher, no matter how effic- 
client he may be, provided he works at the 
trade a reasonably long time.. In other 
words, it is known Wy actual figures that 
the number of wrecks on railways tallied 
with the number of train dispatchers, di- 
ides out the proportionate share to as to 
give every train dispatcher one wreck dur- 
ing a moderately long term in office. 

This fact adds even a greater weight of 
responsibility to the duties of the train dis- 
patcher. There is not a train dispatcher 
in America who can positively declare that

he may not have a wreck on his hands the 
very next minute after the words leave his 
lips. However much he may talk about 
the perfection of his system of signals, 
and however much he may gamble and 
boast that it is impossible for a wreck

fact that the train dispatcher may hear 
any minute that two trains have clashed 
together out on the line with dreadful loss 
of human life and property. 

It is easy to fancy but very difficult to 
fully realize in the mind the feelings of a 
train dispatcher when he finds that he has 
ordered two trains going toward each other 
past two stations and realizes that they 
will plunge into each other.

The train dispatcher works usually about 
eight hours per day. On most of the roads 
there are three “tricks.’’ The time of 
service for the day of a single man is 
called a trick. Three tricks of eight hours 
each is the customary division of the work. 
One man works the first trick, for instance 
from 7 o'clock a. m. till 3 o'clock p. m. 
Another takes up the second trick at 3 
o’clock and works till 11 o’clock p. m., 
the third trick being from 11 o’clock p. m. 
till 7 o’clock a. m. 
This is the way’ the work of managing 
the Southern railway business is done out 
of Atlanta. The Southern here has two 
sets of train dispatchers—those that work 
at the Simpson street office have charge 
of the road from here to Austell, what is 
known as the block. Beyond the block 
the other dispatchers here take charge 
over the Georgta Pacific track. They are 
on duty down at the office building of the 
old East Tennessee.

When a week ago The Constitution

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Only a Silly Fad. 

In Rockford, Ill., the other day Thom- 
as Ryhp sued Mrs. Collins for $68 for 
dry goods purchased last spring. Mrs. 

Ryan 
used hypnotic influence to cause her to 
make the purchase. She won the case. 

If there was anything in hypnotism 
every merehant would employ salesmen 
with this peculiar gift. AlJl the leading 
drummers and lawyers would be ex- 
pert hypnotists in order to sell goods 
and capture juries. 

But there is nothing in hypnotism that 
is new. An effort has been made to in- 
troduce it as a defense for criminals in 
American courts, but fortunately our 
judges have ruled it out. It.is nothing 
more than a fad, and a yery silly: one. 
The only basis it has is the fact that 
some persons are so magnetic and 
strong-willed that they influence those 
about them, but they do not resort to 
the methods of the alleged hypnotists. 
They do not have to put anybody to 
sleep. They take wideawake people 
and control them, sometimes against 
the better judgment of those who are 
thus influenced. 

But this falls far short of what the 
hypnotists claim, and it would be 
laughed oyt of the courts»if it should be 
set up asa plea. The Illinois justice in 
the case reported has shown himself a 
crank of the first water, and he is 
clearly unfit to hold his commission. 


What of New York and the East? 

The Wall Street Indicator, which is a 
broad-minded and independent little 
daily considering the atmosphere the 
editor breathes, declares that The Con- 
stitution “is right in saying that the 
evidence of: the return of general pros- 
perity will be a general rise in priees.”

But if the active business capital 
of the south is to be cut down one-half, 
or more than one-half—if the volume of 
ready money is to be reduced one-half 
by reason of the reduction in the price | 
of cotton—it necessarily follows that 
the volume of trade which annually 
flows from New York to the south will 
‘be redtieed considerably more than one- 
half. 

‘When this océurs, as it inevitably 
must occur, what sort of compensation 
will it be to the mercantile and busi- 
ness interests of New York and the east 
to be told by their financial experts that 
low prices are a benefit and a blessing? 
| What sort of compensation will it be 
to those mercantile and business inter-

If the pocket nerve is as sensitive. as 
philosophers say, it seems to us that the 
merchants and business men of New 
York and the east, perceiving the evil 
and disastrous effects of money con- 
gested in the banks by reason of the 

high and growing premium it commands 
over the products of human labor—per- 
ceiving the evil and disastrous effects 
of falling prices—will consult their ma- 
terial interests and call a halt to the 
financial process by which these terrible 
results are brought about. 
cess is the measurement of the pro- 
ducts of human labor and labor itself 
by a standard of value that is con- 
stantly growing dearer, and that is slow: 
ly but surely crushing out the energy 
and enterprise of the people of this 
country. 

It is in the power of the mercantile 
and business interests of New York and 
the east to call a halt. Will they see 
their duty and aera it? 


Uniform Registration—Wair Elections, 

It is gratifying to know that several 
bills have already been introduced in 
the general assembly looking to the 
enactment of a general registration law 
for the state, and also of a measure 
which will’ reduce the possibility of 
fraud at the ballot box to a minimum. 
Probably no system can be devised 
which will guarantee an absolutely fair 
election and count, because there will 
always be a few thugs in every com- 
munity who will be willing to perjure 
themselves and risk the penitentiary for 
a few dollars. The way to meet this 
class is for the state to provide ade- 
quate punishment for every man guilty 
of either fraudulent voting or counting 
of returns, and when a few such have 
been put in riripes it will be found that 
ballot box Ahievery will not increase in 
populari.y. 

Georgia is the most progressive, ‘the 
mist liberal and the most advanced of 
any of the southern states. She cannot 
afford to let it be said that there is a 
state in the union where the protection 
of a citizen’s life, his property or the 
purity of the ballot is more certain than 
in Georgia. Public sentiment demands 
fair elections in Georgia, and it ex- 
pects the general assembly now in ses- 
sion to pass a non-partisan, honest elec- 
tion law which will permit every quali- 
fied voter to cast his ballot, and none 
others, and which will guarantee an 
honest count and a fair return of every 
precinct vote in the state. The demo- 
crats have nothing to fear from such a 
measure, nor have the republicans or 
the populists anything to gain or to 
lose by it. No party can stand against 
fair elections, and public sentiment in 
Georgia demands that not another elec- 
tion in this state shall take place under 
the present inefficient and inadequate 
laws by which the elections in the 
state.are now conducted. 

The first step toward a pure ballot 4s 
a uniform registration law, which will 
provide: First, that a list of the reg- 
istered voters of every county shall be 
made from the taxbooks, by proper au- 
thorities and under propepr conditions, 
a reasonable time before every election; 
second, that voters shall exercise the 
right of suffrage only in the precinct of 
their residence; third, that election man- 
agers shall be governed entirely by the 
registration lists in receiving ballots; 
fourth, that the election manager, or 
managers, receiving ballots, or counting 
them, except as provided by law, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and pun- 
ished accordingly; fifth, that every man 
who is guilty of fraudulently voting, or 
of abetting fraud at the ballot box, shall 
be liable to confinement in the state 
penitentiary. These conditions are rea- 
sonable and they would go a long way 
towards assuring an honest election and 
a fair count. 

It is with much pleasure that we note 
the interest of leading members of the 
general assembly in this subject,/ and 
the fact that several bills have been in- 
troduced, seeking to correct existing ir- 
regularities in our election laws, gives 
assurance that the legislature is in 
earnest and that the agitation will ma- 
terialize in satisfactory legislation. 

The democratic members of the gen- 
eral assembly now in session can leave 
no better memorial of their work on the 
statutes than by the enactment of an 
election law which will render invio- 
lable the sanctity of the ballot in Goer- 
gia, 

God grant that the legislature may 
have the manhood te do its duty. We 
believe it has and that the people will 
be entirely satisfied with its work.

It may be that he is 
the one man of all others whose special 
mission it is to help somebody in his 
neighborhood—some deserving person, 
old or young, whose case is beyond ‘the 
ordinary work of churches and charita- 
ble societies. The experiment is worth

The Matter of Strect Paving. 

The Constitution never struck a more 
popular chord than: in its protest yes- 
terday against the botch work being 
done on the streets of Atlanta in replac- 
ing street paving torn up for piping aud 
other purposes, 

We have received numerous communi- 
cations on the subject from taxpayers, 
who urge The Constitution to insist that 
the evil complained of be made at once 
the subject of consideration by the city 
council. 

We hope that the city council will take 
hold of this matter at its next meeting 
and that it will not stop until a city 
ordinance has been adopted putting an 
end to the. present method of street re- 
pairing. We hope that the council will 
go still further and require that all re- 
pair work which has been inefficiently 
done, be taken up at the expense of 
those responsible and restored to its 
original condition. 

Whitehall street has been almost 
ruined, in many places, by this botch 
work, This thoroughfare is very nar- 
row at best, and it is double tracked al- 
most its entire length. Along both tracks 
the paving blocks have settled betweep 
the cross ties, giving the street a comb- 
like surface, and as with Whitehall go 
it is with other leading thoroughfares. 
At frequent intervals where water or 
gas pipes have been laid across the 
streets the replaced blocks havé sunk 
below the level of the street, and where- 
ever a sewer or gas main has been: laid 
ifs direction can easily be traced by the 
rounding hump left after the paving re- 
pairers have finished. ° 

Now, somebody is responsible for this. 
First of all” the city council is respon- 
sible for not having a rigid law to pro- 
tect the taxpayers, but it seems that 
even an insufficient ordinance is not re- 
garded, | 

The Constitution does not propose to 
let up on this question until it is finally 
disposed of by the council, and we hope 
it will not be necessary for us to go into 
details or specifications concerning the 
botch work which has been done in 
every part of the city; but unless the 
council gives this matter its prompt at- 
tention, we will feel it our duty to do so.

Stevens & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, November 3.—It séemed a won- 
derful thing to many that the Liverpool 
market should advance 1 point, ag it did, 
this morning, with spot sales of 10,000 and 
hardening prices right in the face of the 
biggest crop movement on record. The 
amount which came into sight during the 
past week was no less than 562,387 bales, a 
total never before approached in the cotton 
history, and yet Liverpool, New York and 
New Orleans were higher today, and seem 
to indicate good staying qualities in the 
market. One important point to remember 
is that while the receipts are large the ex- 
ports are enormous. During the past week 
tney amounted to 263,774 bales from the 
ports, and the total thus far this season is 
1,236,660 bales, against 969,591 for the same 
nerind last year. The continent has been 
buying on ‘fn unusually large scale. The 
low prices cause increased consumption. TWe 
Chronicle states that takings vy northern 
spinners in this country thus far this sea- 
son are no less than 460,354 bales, against 
262,170 during the same time last year. Hu- 
rope is giving this country the preference 
to a much greater degree than usual, be- 
cause prices are so attractively low. Today 
New York openeu 4 to 5 points higher owing 
to bullish Liverpool news and some un- 
favorable reports from the south in regard 
to weather. Later on part of the advance 
was lost owing partly to a rumor that New 
Orleans receipts on Monday would be very 
large. After the change, the usual New 
Orleans dispatch estimates Monday’s re- 
ceipts there at 31,000, possibly 36,000, against 
32,128 last Monday, and 14,439 last ear. 
Rather heavy rains were reported in Texas, 
Arkansas and Louisiana, and the signal ser- 
vice predicted light frost in Alabama and 
Gtorgia. An Albany, Ga., dispatch said 
that heavy rains were causing damage in 
that section. A New Orleans dispatch said: 
“During a ride through North and South 
Carolina to Atlanta I didn’t see fifty’ per- 
sons picking, although the weather was 
fine. I think 5,500,000 bales covers all the 
cotton picked to date, and when the Texas 
cotton movement abates I expect a healthy 
improvement.”’ 

The Chronicle’s weekly weather report 
says that on the whole picking and mar- 
keting have made excellent progress, though 
cold and unsettled weather in the greater 
section will have the tendency to retard 
picking to some extent and will also stop 
the growth. Low water in the Mississippi 
tends to reduce the receipts at Memphis. 
The receipts at ports today were estimated 
at 46,853, against 51,479 last year. Houston 
receipts are 10,822 against 8,499 last year. 

The close here was steady, after sales of 
45.200. Many are in a waiting attitude. The 
bears continue to be very cautious. Not a 
few experienced op®*rators, after a careful 
study the situation believe that cotton 
is a good investment at these prices,

| ose of the Negross Compared with 
People of Other Nations. 


HOW THEY GUARD AGAINST “SPIRITS,” 


servences That Are Grotesque. 
“Sosey” Saw inithe Road—A 
Haunted Tree in South Carolina. 


‘ Im comparing the superstitions of the 
mégro with those of other mations we are 
struck with the absence of poetic fancy 
and graceful images, He dreams of no 
aerial sprites, quaint little elves or burly 
giants. This is because these delicate con- 
ceptions belong to a higher degree of civil- 
ization than that attained by the colored 
race. A naturally indolent people, and 
Strangers in a strange land, they have no 
great deeds of heroes upon which to look 

k, and around which to weave tradi- 
tions. 2 

The beliefs of Africa are Vague and 
gloémy, often finding an outlet in horrible 
ceremonies. Into the African soul has pen- 
etrated only a “dim religious light.” pro- 
ducing a twilight peopled with dreadful 
forms. The distorted ideas of Christianity 
that were first imbibed by that portion of 
the race which was forcibly brought to 
‘America, were grafteg upon the remnants 
ef ancient superstition. making a peculiar 
medley. Subsequent religious training has 
eradicated but few of these errors; here 
in the south especially they have retained 
the beliefs which in some cases ‘originated 
no earlier than on the crowded plantations, 
and on these came plantstions, fallen from 
their high estate, still dwell some of the 
“people” of the former master; and they 
have preserved a few of the ancient cus- 
toms, with necessarily detreasing enthu- 
gsiasm and joviality. 

Many pf their funeral observances are 
almoet grotesque. In former timas the 


_-Mrial took place at night, and a long pro- 


cession of friends and relatives. bearing 
lighted torches, escorted the corpse to the 
graveyard. After the interment, a funeral 
feast was held, and every one was ex- 
pected to bring from the graveyard and 
lay before the door a clou of earth, as

On Santee it is the custom to bury the

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however, prevent him from having a holy 
horror of ghosts, or ‘‘dead people,”’ as they 
say. These they do not fancy as tall, shad- 
owy, White forms—the orthodox appari- 
tion. A little negro girl, on being interro- 
gated as to her belief in ‘‘sperrits,” re- 
plied that they did not walk upright, but 
came running after people, jumping on 
their hands and knees like rabbits, hav- 
ing their faces tied up in black cloths. The 
following anecdote illustrates this belief:. 

A trusty and reliable boy, called Josey, 
Was sent one night to bring the dostor to 
see his mother, who was an old family 
servant. Josey, a fearless rider, was the 
“body servant" of his young master; took 
charge of his horses and went hunting 
with him. Probably trom this close com- 
panionship with au educated person he de- 
rived some of the fortitude which enabled 
him te disregard his natural fear and in- 
clination to run away from the object ue 
encountered. 

He related that just after ridine from 
the yard g*te, as he was walking his 
horse through the heavy sand, se saw a 
dark object rolNing and tumbling right in 
the middig of the road, directly in front 
of him. His first impulse was to turn and 
gallop back—thén remembering his sick 
mother, he wnulled tis hunting-knife from 
his pocket and cried: 

“I don’t care whether you are ghost or 
devil, but if you don’t get up out of. that 
sand, I'll jump off this horse and ._put my 
knife into you.’’ At this the ghost scram- 
bled to its ‘eet, and proved to be an old 
negro belong ng to, the plantation, who was 
out after hours—‘‘on some rascality,’’ the 
narrator said—and had chosen this dis- 
guise, su~posing that anyone whom he 
might meet would be tgo frightened to in- 
vestigate. | 

Owing to this fear of ‘dead people,”’ 
timorous Africans dislike to pass a grave- 
yard at night, some of the younger ones 
doing-so at full speea only. One of the 
boys employed about the house on Coming- 
tee plantation, Couper river, and living 
about half a mile distant, had to pass on 
his homeward way the plantgtion ‘‘bury-* 
ing ground’ on one hand, and a certain 
haunted tree on the other. In his opinion 
travel by that dangerous road needed the 
escort of a younger brether, for even 
a child’s presence lent him protection. 

This particular haunted tree “is a large 
and very handsome live vak which stands 
beside the road that leads from the house 
down to the wharf and miil.” It bears the 
peculiar name of the “Robintation tree,” 
“Robinfation,” the apparition which gives 
the tree its name, is jiirst seen in the 
Shape of a small animal—perhaps a dog— 
then it increases to the size of a sheep, and 
afterwards becomes successively a calf 
and an ox. What other transformations 
it may undergo no one can say, for at this 
stage the beholder takes to nis heels. 

This weirdly metamorphosed animal is 
a favorite kind of “‘sperrit.” Two dis- 
tinct ones, dispute the sovereignty of the 
roads eigit or ten miles above Comingtee— 
“Jingo’s Horse’ and ‘“‘Hampshire’s Horse.’’ 
These both undergo the same tranforma- 
tions as the “‘Rovbintation,” finally, as the 
names suggest, arriving at the shape of a 
horse. 

An old servant tells “he story of a young 
man who lived near the road haunted by 
Jingo’s horse. One mornimg he was found 
lying insensible in the ruad. When he came 
to himself he described having seen the 
ghost of “dé ting,” growing and growing, 
until the whole road became thronged 
with horses. which rushed on. knocked him 
down and trampied upun him, so that he 
knew nothing more until he was found. 
After that he was liable to frequent fits— 
presumably epileptic; whether hea had ever 
had them before is not known. 

Walking along the roud to the mill at 
Comingtee landing one April afternoon 
after sundown, I could see the flat, shin- 
ing Cooper river.in the distance, with 
here and there rcws oi small, dark, stiff 
trees along the nearer bank. Frogs were 
beginning to croak, a few pelated. “bird- 
minders” (negro boys empioyed to ‘tholler’ 
birds away from the ricé fileids)\ were:

tree, stood, somber figures, by the road- 
side. As I walked under their boughs I 
would occasionally pass through a stratum 
of warmer air ‘extending for some yards. 
According to African authority this indi- 
cates the presence of a “sperrit.’’ 

A colored man who was putting new 
plank into the piazza at Comingtee nailed 
a leafy branch across the doorway leading 
into it‘and said to the lady of the house: 

“I’ve made my vow to the bush, ma’am.”’ 
Which meant that having nailed up tne 
“warning’’ bush he was not to be held re- 
sponsible for any accident nappening to 
those who persisted in walking over the 
dilapidated flooring. This is akin to’ the 
carpenters’ practice of nailing a branch 
or small bush to the summit of a half- 
finished house. 

A common superstition among the planta- 
tion negroes of the old regime was that 
pigs had the gift of seeing wind, in the 
form of flames of fire. 


The old mammas will tell you that if | 


any one steps over a child playing on the 
floor “its growth will be stunted.” A 
young infant must always be carried up- 
stairs before it is taken downstairs, else 
it will never succeed in life. If it is al- 
ready on the highest story, its head must 
be held just inside the loft, as a substi- 
tute for the upward journey. 

The darkies used to say, speaking of 
crows, “if he come, he no come, if he no 
come, he come!’” meaning by this extra- 
ordinary saying that if crows came the 
corn would not be allowed to grow, and if 
they did not arrive the crops would De 
all right. 

These are for the most part local super- 
stitions, but ‘they are variations, I sup- 
pose, of beliefs that obtain in many por- 
tions of the state. Country negroes are, 
of course, much more superstitious than 
their town brethren; tne latter are bet- 
ter educated and profess to scorn the idea 
of ghosts. Still there are many pet signs 
thdt are firmly trusted—not only by blacks, 
but by whites. If a rooster crows before 
your door, facing it, you will shortly re- 
ceive a ietter; but if the chanticleer rudely 
turns his back, the omen is cne of death in 
the family. So it is also if a cow should 
moo before the door. 

A negro will never look: at the new 
moon through the trees; it is sure to bring 
bad luck. Neither wili he put on his left 
shoe first, as he would then be unlucky all 
day. To. kill a cat is sure to bring some 
dreadful misfortune upon you, and they 
have the usual superstition that a black 
cat is a witch. They must consider all 


sable pussies to be of the feminine per-' 


suasion, I have never heard one called a 
wizard. 

Their method employed to drive away 
“sperrits that come Knocking at the front 
door or window” will certainly succeed, if 
the olfactories of the spiritual visitants 
are constituted like those of human beings. 
The recipe is as follows: Take some old 
shoes, put sulphur in them, then set fire to 
the whole; this will drive away the ‘“‘sper- 
ris,’’ mosquitoes and everything else’ that 
has a nose. 

The friend that furnished me with this 
bit of information says that her washer- 
woman has often preferred a ‘request for 
some sulphur, and being. curious to know 
what it was wanted for, she obtained the 
above account. 

An old nurse named Ann tells exactly 
how to obtain that celebrated charm— 
'*the left hind foot of a churchyard rab- 
bit.” “Go in a graveyard one dese bright, 
moonlight nights and ketch a rabbit by ‘ee 
lef ‘leg as he is jes’ goin’ to jump ober a 
grave, will mek you lucky all de res’ ob 
your life.’’ 
said leg, “an’ put ’im in your pocket-book; 
it iwll never be empty.” Of course not, 
with the rabbit foot in it. 

Another of Ann’s injunctions is: “My 
dear missus, neber leab a half o’ punkin 
in your kitchen, ‘cause ghost will come 


get in “im sure, an’ he will stay in de 


kitchen, and mek you-have de worse luck 
bakin’.’”’

of a pumpkin had been left in the kitchen, 


that ghosts had been at work. 

A lady waseasked by her cook for permis- 
sion to go away for a few days in the 
country. Her consent was given, and she 
was much amused at the preparations 
made for the journey. The woman secured 
as much whisky as she could possibly 
‘tote’ (this was before dispensary days), 
and when her mistress hint«d at danger- 
ous consequences, the old negress said: 

‘My dear missis, I wouldn't go out in 
de country road widout dat whisky for 
anything in creation. Once I been in de 
road one bright, moonlight night wid about 
ten people in de cart. We been gwine to 
prayer meetin’. All at once we hard a 
rustlin’ "mong de bushes, and out popped 
one dem ghosts. Well, ma’am, I been too 
frighten to even hoiler, but one of de 
gemplin in de cart, he cotched hold de 
whisky jug and dump ‘im right on de 
groun’; de ghost stop to lick it up, and 
off we start—neber stop till we get to de 
church door! Wouldn't go widout whisky 
after dat!’’ 

I suspect that it was not so much fear 
of a ghost as solicitude for her own  de- 
sires that induced her to provide the 
whisky. 

The Charleston négroes often say to any 
one whom they regard as worthless or 
idle: ‘‘Do, boy, go die on Pinckney’s step!” 
The origin of this request is found in the 
following account: 

In ante-bellum days there was a tramp 
who seems to have been’ well khown 


throughout the city for:his great laziness | 


and his remarkable qualities as a beggar, 
thereby gaining a good many square meals 
per day. But his persuasive powers sud- 
denly deserted him, for he was seen tramp- 
ing about the city looking almost starved. 
Work was offered him, but such offers he 
refused, true to tramp nature. One morn- 
ing he was found dead upon the steps of 
a house in which lived a family by the 
names of Pinckney. After that. when the 
negroes wished to convey the meaning 


that we generally express by ‘I wash my. 


hands of you,” they would in brief terms 
desire the object of their wrath to “go die 
on Pinckney’s step.”’ 
These are only a few of many odd and 
mysterious beliefs prevalent among South 
Carolina negroes of the low vountry. Many 
whom I have questioned sewn singuilariy 
averse to giving any information on the 
subject. The anecdote of rooster-crowing 
was told by a very blatk old crone, whose 
thick crooked lips could scarcely close over 
her two or three prominent yellow tusks. 


She was one of two elderly colored women. 


to whom I spoke of ghosts, asking fot’ 
accounts of any which they had seen. i 
noticed that they laughed very much, seem- 
ing to avoid questioning, and whi they 
did not positively decline to speak on the 
subject, they gave very littie informa- 
tion, and declared they remembered noth- 
ing. MAY A. WARING, 
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It is interesting to note the effect of the 
new rules upon the teams of this seasor 
as brought out by the lessons gathered 
from the games played last week. Prior to 
this time no definite idea could be gained 
of the innovations which would result from 
so complete and sweeping a change of the 
football code, but recent developments 
point clearly to the fact that avoirdupois 
is no longer the single element to be tak@n 
into account in the make-up of a team. 
In the early days of the sport one could 
aways ‘‘steak” his ‘“‘tin’’ on.the team pos- 
sessing the greatest quantity of ‘‘beef,”’ 
but with the present alterations in the 
manner of play too much weight is a 
hindrance rather than an advantag®\. In 
the recent game ,between Harvard hnd 
Cornell this fact was clearly established 
by the way in which the men from Ithica 
succeeded in toying with the mogul sup- 
porters of the crimson. At the very open- 
ing of the game the Cornell men were 
shrewd enough to resort to kicking,’ which 
kept the big Harvard linemen chasing the 
ball until their enomous weight had ex- 
hausted their wind, and then the New 
Yorkers placed to their credit two: touch- 
downs. 

Upon the forward line the new rules has 
not had such a marked effect, except that 
the end rushers find greater (ifficulay in 
getting down the field on a kick. Under 
the present system, which encourages a 
greater amount of kicking than heretofore, 
the end rushers find that they are more 
closely watched and for that reason their 
chances for getting down the field have 
been greatly decreased. In the case of the 
tackle we also find another position with 
increased importance, for with the present 
changes this position is nq, longer a block- 
ing one, but has an additional function in 
connection with the end rusher. As it now 
stands, the tackle must assist the end in 
getting down the field and free himself 
from the guard who is left alone to wage 
his own battle. The guards and center 
will not find anything in the new plays 
very gratifying to them, as it is hardly 
probable they will gloat over the idea of 
chasing themselves up and down the field 
after the pig skin in the arm of some 
sprinter. The changes in the rules will de- 
mand, in fact, a greater amount of train- 
ing on the part of all the forward line 
men, as the bulk of the slow wedgework 
hammering has been done away with and 
the work of ‘the rush line is much more 
rapid this year than last.

Sewanee succeeded in placing a goal to 
her credit in the game with North Carolina, 
but it was only when she managed to score 
her touchdown that the Tennesseeans were 
in it at all; for in every other play the 
“Tarheel” giants had all the fun on their 
side. The North Carolina men outweighed 
their opponents almost twenty pounds to

the man, which, combined witK their su- 
perior skill and knowledge of the game, 
caused Sewanee to go down under a terrific 
defeat. The odds against Sewanee were too 
great, and for this season at least, she 
will be forced to surrender all hope of keep- 
ing the pace set by Virginia and North 
Carolina, being content to play teams of 
the second class. The defeat administerad 
by the “Tar Heel’’ men should not discour- 
age the Sewanee team, however, ag this 
was their first game of the season; not hav- 
ing had an opportunity even to practice 
with other elevens. There is a great amount 
of football entnousiasm at Sewanée, and it 
ig possible, with the material on hand to 
develop 4 strong team before the season is 
over, but just now there is not éven a silver 
lining to the cloud which overhangs the 
wearers of the purple sweaters. 


Vanderbilt has captured the championship 
of Kentucky by defeating the Center col- 
lege eleven to the tune of 6 to 0. The Ken- 
tuckians were unable to penetrate Vander- 
bilt’s strong line, but managed very suc- 
cessfully to make sharp runs around the 
ends in the first half, forcing the leather 
down to Vanderbilt's twelve-yard Hine, and 
in the second so close as the seven-yard 
line, but in no event could Center score. 

Vanderbilt has a good strong forward 
line, especially at center, and a trio of 
backs of very high average. <onnell, who 
plays full, 1s probably unsurpassed in his 
place here in the south, and is an adept 
at kicking the ball. Vanderbilt has ex- 
cellent football material in nearly all the 
men who compose the team, but for some 
reason it has not been properly worked up 
in good form, ag all her games have been 
marred by incessant fumbling of the ball 
and continued slow play. Until these de- 
fects are overcome Vanderbilt can never 
hope to occupy the high position she de- 
serves in football, as it is one of the prime 
qualifications of a good team to be able to 
pass the ball with all speed and certainty, 
being mindful all the while that “snap’’ is 
a potent factor in an open, kicking game. 
if this can be instilled into Vanderbilt 
North Carolina will find a very formidable 
rival when she meets the Orange and Black 
contingent here in Atlanta on the i7th of 
November. The outlook for Vanderbilt is 
indeed bright should her men realize what 
is possible for them to do by hard and 
constant training, but the present status 
gives: North Carolina every reason to feel 
confident of defeating the strongést teams 
in the south with the exception of Vir- 


ginia. 


A great deal hag been said about what the 
Athens team expected to accomplish in this, 
their first year of any marked prominence 
in football, but even their most ranguine 
supporters scarcely hoped to see them real. 
ize such importance as they gained in the 
game with Sewanee. For the first time in 
the history of athietics at Athens a team 
has been placed on the gridiron which has 
splendid possibilities. They are familiar 
with the game and play with an unusual 


amount of snap, but are sadly deficient in 
physical training. Captain Butler is a 
splendid man in his place, but his unpar- 
donable resort to continued repetitions of 
the signals with the view to giving his men 
time to recover their wind, is not to be tol- 
erated in football. From start to finish 
the teams should line up with as little de- 
lay as possible, for it is not very exciting 
to the spectators to watch an aggregation 
of dummies bumping into each other with- 
out any concentrated effort to gain ground. 
Athens has a good team and the men from 
Tennessee were surprised time and again to 
find their line broken with such telling ef- 
fect. In this game the tackling of the Se- 
wanee men was on the order of an imita- 
tion of what one would imagine to be the 
the case in a game of football] between 
some male institution—say Yale—and Vas- 
sar; for never before was such partiality 
displayed by any well trdined football 
tham for the neck of man, as was exhibit- 
eted between Sewanee and Athens. It was 
a common sight in this game to see a run- 
ner gain yard at a time with several men 
clinging furiously to his neck; yet trained 
players insist on this kind of tackling which 
ig never effective and to save thg life of the 
coach the men cannot be brought out ‘of 
this seridus error. Nothing can be gained 
by a team whose players insist on riding 
their opponents when in possegsion of the 
ball, and it is to be hoped that such an 
abominable practice will early be discon- 
tinued. - 

The Yale-West Point game was not a 
brilliant success for the New Haven men, 
owing to the sleepy condition of Cap- 
tain Hinkey’s team, which seemed thor- 
oughly demoralized. The soldiers, by hard 
work, managed to hold Yale down to the 
very small score of 12 to 5 and apparently 
found little difficulty in getting througt. 
the New Haven lines when the crisis came. 
None of the forward line men for Yale 
played up to the usual standard with the 
exception of Greenway on right end and 
Stillman at center. In the case of McCrea 
and Chadwick it seems to be entirely a 
question of which of the two evils is the 
least. 

Of the games for the past week the one 
which overshadowed all was the Harvard- 
Cornell, in which the latter exhibited great 
strength and skill. Tte Ithica team gave 
the wearers of the crimson the hardest 
tussle that has been given by any of the 
smaller elevens ‘on the gridiron this sea. 
son with the larger teams. In the first 
half Cornell's light weight was hardly an 
obstacle for the big Harvard players, but 
by means of lively kicking the New 
Yorkers came in for their share of the 
sport in the second half, and at the call 
of “time’’ the score stood 22 to 12 in favor 
of Cambridge. Princeton has been brought 
to her proper senses by Yale’s example 
and the men show greater improvement 
this week than they did at the close of last. 
At one time it seemed that Princeton, in 
spite of the presence of a multitude of 
coaches, would sink into a state of inac- 
tion on account of the abnormal swelling 
of the heads of the line men, but the dis- 
ease was local and soon passed off by hot
